YOKOHAMA.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 


follows :— 

During the day and night of the 29th December we had a 
furious gale from N.N.W., and at daybreak on the 30th the ther- 
mometer stood at three degrees above zero. 

Amongst the spocting members of the community fox-hunting 
is at present the order of the day, meets taking place some two 
or three times a week, as business and weather will admit. On 
the 3lst Dec. the meet took place in a range of wild country 
known by the name of the Shan-ling-sze, lying on the east side 
of the river, and beginning at some seven miles distance from 
the British settlement. A fine well-grown knowing fox was 
started, who at once went across country in gallant style, and 
gave the hounds a splendid run of about eight miles ere he took 
to earth, and thus saved his life and brush. It is almost unne- 


cessary for me to say that this is a splendid country for hunting 
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on horseback, as it is open and almost free from obstacles which 
would prevent horsemen going straight ; ve 
respect from the country around Shanghai, where so agaey. teirgre 
creeks exist. . 


Immediately after the clocks struck the Yad twelfth hour of 


the year 1874 guns were fired from seme of the vessels of war in 
port, to welcome the opening of the new year. The greater 
part, of the Ist of January, in accordance with time-bonemred 
custagm, was devoted by the gentlemen of the community to eall- 
in n the ladies. Fortunately the weather was very favour- 
aids, ing mild and pleasant. The walking about from resi- 
dence tto wesidence was of itself quite a delight, to say nothing of 
thee pleasure derived from the agreeable occupation of calling per- 
upon one’s friends to wish them a happy new vear. 

His Exegllency Sua Szeta, the acting Customs Taoutai, called 
a ar the Comsuls and the Commissioner of Customs on the 3rd 

January te wish them a happy new year ; and as he is popular 
with the community, from his tact and courtesy in his intercourse 
with foreign officials, and from his ability in discharging the 
duties of his office, his visit was, as a matter of course, received 
with cordiality. 

As I have already mentioned, his Excellency Le Hung-chang, 
the Governor-General of this province, left here for Paouting on 
the 23rd Dec.; and I now learn that, while en route, he met 
Ying Han, the newly-appointed Governor-General of Kwang- 
tung and Kwangse, on his way to the metropolis. Ying Han 
I suppose, will only stay to have audience, and then proceed to 
the south, overland. At one time it was thought he would stay 
in the north till the opening of the river in spring, and proceed 
from Tientsin to Canton via Shanghai by steamer. He will 
now, it is stated, go from Peking overland to Chinkeang, and 

by steamer via Shanghai. 

In the Peking Gazette of the 30th Dec. there is a short Edict 
granting the great statesman Wanseang a further extension of 
three months leave of absence to re-establish his health. In 
the Gazette of the lst Jan. a decree appoints the Prince of Kung 
and other Imperial princes to repair on the 4th Jan. to certain 
temples, to pray for further falls of snow. 


SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 22nd 


January ; no later mail from London had been received since 


the 11th January. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :— 


The Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank announce that the ap- 
plications for the £300,000 Chinese loan reached £2,017,100, or 
more than six times the amount required, and that the appli- 
cants will receive bonds pro rata. This result would show that 
the loan is regarded with very great favour, as there was every 
reason to expect it would be from its conditions ; but at the 
same time it might be unwise to assume that the money mar- 
ket out here is prepared to devote over two millions ster- 
hing to one investment on a few weeks’ notice. Telegraphic 
instructions to send in applications might of course be re- 
ceived by agents here from investors at home, but it is pro- 
bable that the amount has been swollen by nota few people 
placing their applications higher than their actual wants, in 
the hope that the allotments would more closely approximate 
to the latter.—There is some rumour of another and larger loan 
being contracted for by the Chinese, through the same agency. 
We have heard the amount put at ten million taels, but we can 
ny give the rumour at present for what it may be worth. 

e hear that a scheme for a Chinese naval reserve is bei 
arranged in connection with the China Merchants Steam Navi- 
gation Company. It is intended that each of the Jarger pro- 
vinces shall furnish two steamers, and the smaller provinces one, 
to be added to the fleet of that company, and used by it while 
the country is at peace, but to be at the service of the Imperial 
Government on the outbreak of war. The scheme has been 
submitted to the Emperor by his Excellency Li Hung Chang, 
the Viceroy of Chihli (the prime mover, apparently, in all mat- 
ters of this nature), and it 1s stated that the Emperor has given 
it his approval. The fleet to be thus furnished will number 
twenty-eight steamers; and we are informed on good Chinese 
authority that a tele has been despatched from Shanghai 
to England to have one built on behalf of the province of Hupeh, 
at a cost of Tis. 56,000. This prospective enlargement of the 
C.M.S.N. Co.’s fleet is a serious menace to foreign steam shipping 
interests in China. We give our information with some reserve, 
as coming from a Chinese source, but we have been assured of, 
and have no reason to doubt, its truth. 

In accordance with instructions received from Hong Kong, 
negotiations have been going on for the charter of the China 
Merchant Company’s steamer Aden, to proceed to the wreck of the 
Japan, with the view of recovering, if possible, the large amount 
of treasure on board. The Aden will probably leave almost im- 
mediately for the scene of the loss, with divers and appliances. 
We have been informed that the wreck lies in about fourteen 
fathoms of water.

Mr. Forbes has devoted a great deal of 
valuable time to the affairs of the Hospital, havin Nn one of 
its Board of Trustees for a number of years; and it gives us 
pleasure to acknowledge, on behalf of the community, the eni- 
nent services he has rendered to this and other public institu. 
tions during his past residence in Shanghai nt Iveson, Esq., 
has been appointed Vice-Chairman. 

A meeting of the North China Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society has been held at the Society’s Rooms, the President, Mr, 
Forbes, in the chair. The minutes of the preceding meetin 
were read, confirmed, and signed. Messrs. E. J. Caldbeck an 
H. W. Daniel were elected resident members; and Mr. Harry 
Wickings, of Hong Kong, a non-resident member. The Pres- 
dent tendered his resignation of that office, consequent upon his 
approaching departure for America and Europe. He also ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the honour of being appointed delegate 
to the parent society at home, and hoped during his visit to be 
able to procure contributions to the library of the Shanghai 
branch. Mr. A. J. Little moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Forbes, 
to whom the society owed more than to any man in China, durin 
the six or seven years he had been connected with it, and for 
the last two of which he had filled the office of President. The 
motion was seconded by Mr. Reding, and caried by acclamation. 
Mr. Forbes returned thanks in an appropriate speech. Mr. 
Wylie rose with a feeling of melancholy to offer a tribute to the 
memory of the late Mr. H. Lang, whose sudden departure from 
among them he was sure they would all deeply regret. Mr. 
Wyllie then proceeded to read a lengthy but interesting paper by 
the Archimandrite Palladius, outitled.  Elucidations of Mareo 
Polo’s Travels in North China, &c., drawn from Chinese sources.” 
The meeting closed with the customary vote of thanks, 

It has been rumoured that the Japanese mean to include 
Shanghai in the ports of call of their principal line of steamers ; 
and though we cannot say whether it is intended to keep up a 
regular service, we hear that an occasional steamer may be ex- 

ted, and that a special agency will probably be established. 
he new arrangement by which Japan undertakes the distribu- 
tion of the American mails after their delivery in Yokohama, 
might give additional weight to the rumour ; but we understand 
that a contract has been entered itito by the Government of that 
country with the Pacific Mail Steam Company for the convey- 
ance of mails between Yokohama, Hakodadi, Hiogo, Nagasaki, 
and Shanghai. The contract dates from the beginning of the 
present year. 

A robbery has.been committed under peculiar circumstances 
at the premises of Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and C., Nanking 
Road. Shortly after day-break it was discovered that one of the 
large panes of plate glass had been smashed from the outaide 
with a piece of stone, which must have been thrown with con- 
siderable force, and which was afterwards found inside the win- 
dow. Further examination showed that a large piece of Rus- 


‘sian Astracan wool-lining and a valuable sea-otter skin had been 


stolen. The police having inspected the hole in the glass, and 
the position in the window from whence the articles were taken, 
some thirty or more inches distant, incline to the belief that they 
could not have been drawn through the fractured oar or 3 
much larger hole would have been made. It is right toadd, 
however, that suspicion does not attach to anyone on the pre- 
mises, and at present there is no clue to the thief. 


A concert given by Mr. G. B. Fentum at the Masonic Hall 
was attended by an audience numbering nearly 200, including 
many ladies. The programme was an excellent one, and among 
the selections were several not usually attempted by amateurs. 
Taken asa whole, the concert was a decided success, the audience 
being at times roused to enthusiasm, and encores being nume- 
rous. Mr. Edmund Wells made a very favourable impression 
on this the first Shanghai audience to which he has sung, and 
he will be welcomed on future occasions, A pleasing innovation, 
very successfully carried out, was the perfuming of the pro 
grammes, @ la Rimmel, by Messrs. Watson and Cleave ; it 8, 
we believe, the first time this has been done in Shanghai. 


The case of “ C. E. Hill v. Estate of Yang Taikee” has been 
resumed at the Mixed Court, before Mr. Seward, United 
States Consul-General, and his Excellency the Taoutai of Shang- 
hai, Dr. Yates being interpreter. Mr. Eames condu the 
plaintiff's case, the defendants being represented by Mr. Drum- 
mond and Mr. Cowie. The afternoon was occupied in the exs- 
mination of witnesses on behalf of the plaintiff, and at the close 
Mr. Eames, in reply to the Court, said he would refrain pen

The Court 
shortly afterwards adjourned. 

It is with deep regret that we record the sudden and unlooked- 
for death of Mr. Hugh Lang, the editor and proprietor of the 
Shanghai Evening Courier. Mr. Lang seemed in his usual health 
in the morning, when, between eight and nine o’clock, he visited 
the office to arrange the conduct of his business for the day. 
Shortly before the latter hour he returned to his room to dress, 
and a few minutes later he was found there, lying on the floor, 
apparently dead. Drs. Johnston and Henderson were sent for, 
but on their arrival were only able to confirm the melancholy 
fact ; and we understand it is their opinion that rupture of an 
aneurism of the aorta was the cause of death. Mr. Lang was an 
old resident, having arrived in Shanghai some thirteen years ago. 
Up till 1869 he was engaged in commercial pursuits, but in that 
year he began the connection with the Press which he has ever 
since very ably and worthily maintained. About four years 
ago he became sole editor of the Courier, and shortly after- 
wards its proprietor. Mr. wielded a vigorous and grace- 
ful pen; his style was scholarly and attractive; and his 
treatment of public matters was characterised by a force and 
clearness which, allied to thorough integrity of purpose, exer- 
cised a beneficial influence. Where writing of a lighter sort 
‘was appropriate, his racy humour overflowed ; and his graphic 
notices of local events have frequently given the highest plea- 
sure to a wide circle of readers. On several occasions also he 
has contributed to the gratification of local audiences as 
a public speaker; and a lecture which he delivered a 
few years since, and afterwards published under the title, 
“Shanghai Socially Considered,” was so favourably received 
that we believe the published edition is now almost out of 

int. Mr. Lang’s familiar figure and genial manner will 
be aaiich missed at local assemblies. In the earlier years of 
his residence he was prominent as a man tall among his fellows; 
and if we venture to touch on the physical infirmity which later 
bowed him down after a severe rheumatic. attack, it is only be- 
cause it placed in stronger contrast his remarkable activity, his 
indomitable energy, and his unvarying cheerfulness. Aside from 
his duties as a public journalist, Mr. Lang was always at the 

command of a large circle of personal friends, whose concern at 
his untimely death will be shared by those who knew him even 
less intimately. Much sympathy is felt for those on whom the 
weight of this sudden bereavement directly falls. 

e Chinese occasionally betray a fiendish ingenuity in their 
mode of committing capital crimes. A few days ago one of the 
native newspapers in Shanghai reported that the body of a 
woman had been found, crucified on a shutter or doorway, float- 
ing in the river outside Woosung. The head of a man was at- 
tached to the waist of the woman’s body, and both were taken 
to the district city of Paoshan. The circumstances of this crime 
have not been discovered, but it is conjectured that the poor 
crucified wretch had been faithless, and that this revolting re- 
venge had been takén by the injured husband and his friends. 
Our Peking Gazette translations relate how a wife, tired of a 
dissipated husband, compassed his death by smothering him in 
@ bag of lime, the father and son of the murdered man assisting 
her. The punishment, however, is equal to the crime in this 
case—more, it is the most frightful inflicted, even in any of the 
darkest habitations of cruelty, at the present day. Yet the 
criminal records of the Peking Gazette show that its infliction is 
& matter of frequent occurrence in this highly civilised empire !

7 somewhat awkward coniretemps occurred at H.B.M. 
Supreme Court on the 15th Jan. it was the day appointed for 
the trial of Suleiman Morbrooke, a seaman of a P. and QO. 
steamer, on the charge of stabbing a Chinaman, about the end of 
November. The due number of British subjects were duly sum- 
moned to be in attendance to serve as a jury, and were in attend- 
anee, the chief judge was on the bench, the barrister who ap- 
peared for the defence was there in his professional robes, the 
witnesses, the prisoner—all were there, yet no trial could take 

lace. The prisoner managed—how we don’t know—to let it be 
sea that he was not a British subject, but an Arab, a subject 
of the Imaum of Muscat, but when asked in English to plead 
guilty or not guilty, all he could—or at least would—reply was 
“no savee”—he had savee enough for that. Thus the Court was 
brought to a stand still, no interpreter being retained who could 
question the prisoner in his own language. ; 

We hear, on what is stated to be the best authority, that Fong, 
who has so long presided over the Kaou-Chang-meaou Arsenal, 
has been promoted to be Taoutai of Shanghai. Regarding this 
change in the Taoutaiship of Shanghai, the Daily News of the 20th 
says :—“ The place of the departing Taoutai, a decree in the 
Gazette of 4th January informs us, will be filled by neg Tsun- 
kwang, the mandarin who has so long been the native head of 
the Shanghai Arsenal. Feng has the reputation of being aclever 
and energetic officer, and we may assume that his connection 
with the Arsenal and his intimate dealings with foreigners have 
inbued him with progressive tendencies. He is credited with 
being the author, or at any rate the warm advocate, of a scheme 

to establish a public company for the development of Formosa ; 
and though little has been heard of this project lately we believe 


fe 


the idea has not been altogether lost sight of. Feng has a good 
literary status, having taken the Ku-jen or Master of Arts de- 
gree. Instead of proceeding to the capital to have audience, be- 
fore taking up his alana we hear that for the present he 
will merely visit the Viceroy at Nanking, and consult with him. 
He leaves by steamer at once, and will return without delay, so 
as to enable the Taoutai to set out for his new place of residence, 
Kai-fung-foo, as soon as possible.” 

A clever forgery has been successfully imposed upon a Chinese 
clerk at the Shanghai and Hong Kong Bank. A respectable 
looking Chinaman presented what purported to be un order for 
i chine of Tis. 1,000. This document bears the chop of one 
of the most influential firms on the Bund, and was made payable 
to a well-known wholesale teaman, whose chop was also stamped 
upon it. The man who presented it said he had been sent by 
this gentleman to collect the money, and it was paid over to him 
without hesitation, in ten Tls. 100 notes. Subsequent inspection 
and enquiry proved the order to be fictitious, and that a double 
forgery had thus been perpetrated. A somewhat singular feature 
of the fraud is that the forger is quite unknown, even by appear- 
ance ; but the fact that the notes paid are all for large amounts 
it is thought likely will lead to his prompt detection. 


FOOCHOW. 
The following items of news from this port are from the Fo- 


chow Herald :-— 


Captain Hoskier, the Engineer-in-Chief of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company, has started for Amoy. Captain Hoskier 
will proceed overland, and we understand that he is instructed 
to push forward the construction of the telegraph line between 
this placeand Amoy. The telegraph line to Pagoda Anchorage 
was cut on the 16th Jan., near the Arsenal, and about 1,500 feet 
of wire stolen. H.B.M.’s Consul—as senior member of the 
Consular bod y—was, we understand, requested to render friendly 
assistance to the company in their endeavours to discover the 
thieves ; but, for réasons best known to himself, he absolutely 
refused to give any assistance in the matter. We believe that 
he was instrumental in obtaining permission from the Chinese 
authorities to build the line ; it therefore seems strange that he 
should decline to move in the matter, especially when—as we 
are informed—the other Consuls have taken up the case on be- 
half of the company, and have insisted upon the arrest and 
punishment of the thieves. The line has been repaired, and is, 
we believe, again in working order. 

The arsenal has recently received an important addition to its 
warlike material, in the shape of an 18-ton Armstrong gun, or 
“ Woolwich Infant.” This expensive toy will shortly placed 
in position on one of the recently-constructed batteries in the 
sap: enone of the arsenal. .

The Emperor of China is dead. A brief telegram, received on 
the 27t dane announces this momentous fact. He expired on 
the 12th'Jan., probably from some after effects of the small-pox, 
which disease he was reported to have recovered from. At pre- 
sent, however, this is only conjecture, no information on the 

int having reached us up to the time of writing. The Emperor 
Tung-chi was born on the 4th April, 1857, and was, therefore, 
in his eighteenth year. Hesu ed his father, Hien-fung, who 
died at the early age of thirty years, when an infant in his fifth 
year. He married on the 14th October, 1872, an accomplished 
and virtuous lady, Ah-lu-te, the daughter of Chung-chih, lecturer 
at the Hanlin, and subsequently raised to the dignity of duke. 
His public acts have been few, and scarcely worthy of mention ; 
his last public edicts indicate a not ungenerous disposition, their 
purport being pardon to some and reward for good service to 
others. Generally speaking, however, he has been ruled by the 
Em -dowager and his ministers, and, therefore, kept very 
much in the back-ground. On the 26th June, 1873, the Foreign 
Ministers at Peking were admitted to an audience with’ him, 
when he comported himself with the dignity worthy of a prince, 

It is not yet known who will succeed to the throne. The 
telegram says it is probable that the grandson of Prince 
Tun will be the new Emperor, but this is, of course, only 
conjecture. According to the Chinese laws of succession, 
the Sovereign has the power of nominating any male member 
of the Royal Family that he pleases as his successor, and 
as Tung-chi has left no children, it is rather difficult to sur- 
mise on whom the purple will really fall. Hien-Fung’ was 
the fourth son .of his hare cep rs his ae oi 
were passed over by their father without scruple. it was 
thought when a ie lage eat Prince Kung would’ be 
likely to succeed him, to the exclusion of the infant Prince, 
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his son. But English hopes were disappointed, the child 
was proclaimed Emperor, and a Regency established. Prince 
Kung stands no better chance now, we fear. The advisers 
of the late Emperor were always hostile to him, and though 
his succession would be regarded with pleasure by foreigners 
generally, and great masses of his countrymen, the event 
is highly improbable. But we trust the Prince upon whom 
the royal mantle has fallen, whoever he may be, will prove 
worthy of the honour, and show a little more vigour than 
the Princes of the Mongolian dynasty have been wont to display. 
As a rule, they have surrendered themselves to the enjoyment 
of low and sensual pleasures, leaving the State to be governed 
by men whose single object was to wring as mach as possible out 
ob the poor and poasessed people. Jealous alike of all interfer- 
ence, foreign or native, these princes and officials have made it 
their almost undeviating policy to seclude the monarch, and 
render him inaccessible. And until the Imperial seat is occupied 
by a man who esses a mind and will of his own, and who is 
not the slave of his baser passions, there is small hope of China 
making much more rapid progress, moral or material. 

At the Criminal Sessions of the Supreme Court on the 25th 
January the case of the Spark beamed was brought forward, 
two Chinamen—Chun Fook Yow and Chun Kwai Yow—bein 
charged with murder and piracy. The Attorney-General said 
he thought it his duty to inform the Court that he was 
not in a position to put these men on their trial. The 
authorities at Canton had been notified as to the day on 
which the prisoners would be arraigned, and they were re- 
quested to take care that the witnesses should then attend. He 
had received a reply that the witnesses would not be in attend- 
ance that day, and he was therefore unable to lay the evidence 
for the prosecution before the Court, and it was unnecessary to 
put the prisoners before a jury. As he had no guarantee that 
the witnesses would attend on any future day, he asked that 
prisoners might be discharged on their own recognisances to ap- 
ao if called Hee at any time within the next three months. 

is lordship said he did not see how, under the circumstances, 
the Attorney-General could have done anything else, but he must 
say he thought the Colonial authorities—he would not say the 
Government, because he always considered it necessary in mat- 
ters like these to drawa line—and the Court had been trifled 
with in a way that he could not say was at all satisfactory. 
The prisoners entered into their recognisances, and were dis- 
cha accordingly. 

ith reference to this case Mr. Brereton has appeared in 
Court at the Magistracy to state he had had no further com- 
munication from the Canton authorities concerning Chun Kum 
Chune, out on bail on a charge of wilfully giving false evidence, 
and would leave it to his Worship to decide the case. His 
Worship said fortunately the Captain of H.IL.C.M. gunboat 
Ching-on had deposited the $400 security, and under the cir- 
cumstances he saw no other course than that the covenant should 
be estreated. Mr. Brereton said he could raise no objection to it. 

The Ocean Race for Yachts for the Douglas Challenge Cup has 
taken place. The yachts started from the coalsheds at Kowloon, 
round a mark-boat in Macao Roads and back, finishing off a flag- 
boat moored off the south-west point of Stonecutter’s Islan 
The race resulted in the Wave arriving at the winning mark first, 
followed by the Nazad and Naomi, some fifteen minutes later. 
It appears that the Vaomi obtained the lead after passing Green 
Island, and gradually got away from the other vessels, rounding 
the mark-boat at Macao twenty-one minutes ahead ; and whilst 
holding a lead of some miles on the return trip unfortunately 
a ed on the rock which lies in mid-channel off the island of 

hung Chow, and remained there, “ hard and fast,” for a consi- 
derable time. The Wave, upon coming up to her unfortunate 
antagonist, hailed her, asking if assistance was required, but as 
she was making no water, and appeared fixed, the Wave was re- 

ueated to keep on, and to send assistance from Hong Kong, and 
she accordingly filled away again. The Nazad, however, on 
arriving at the spot, decided to stand by the Vaomi, but shortly 
afterwards she slipped off the rock, and the two vessels proceeded 
on their way together. It is unfortunate that the mishap should 
have occurred, but on the other hand it is very fortunate that it 
was not attended with more serious resulta, e understand the 
Naomi is not injured.

PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 

The accession of Alfonso XII. to the Spanish throne was ap. 
nounced to the inhabitants of Manila by means of a proclama- 
tion signed by the Governor-General, and published in an extra- 
ordinary number of the Manila Oficud Gazette on Jan. 15. 


The close of the old year and beginning of the new was signal- 
ised in the Philippines by the taking place of hurricanes of great 
severity, accompanied by great destruction of life and property, 
The Diario de Manila of Jan. 12 thus summarises the nature 
and extent of the ravages effected by these storms :— 

Quite unexpectedly, because the season in which the N. E, mon- 
soon prevails is far advanced, two typhoons came by surprise upon the 
country and upon merchant shipping ; one on the 26th Dec. and the 
other on the Ist Jan. By .traversing as they did a wide extent of 
country, these typhoons have conveyed devastation over a large portion 
of the Archipelago. Letters announce that the damage done to agri- 
culture in Ilo Ilo, Negros, and Capir has been very great, which leads 
to the inference that similar destruction has been effected in Cebu and 
Bohal. The agricultural interest has been stricken by these storms at 
the worst period of the year for the former. The grain crops were 
either on the eve of being reaped, or had been stacked in the fields ; 
the sugar cane was also being cut, and part had been already taken to 
the mills and stored in weak buildings, many of which were destroyed 
along with their contents by the hurricanes. In the Visayas themselves 
and in several provinces of Luzon the seed plants on various planta- 
tions, especially those of tobacco, have been destroyed. Sorrowful news 
is now coming in of losses of vessels and numerous accidents and loss 
of life by sea and on land. The recent hurricanes, which have been 
felt with the greatest severity in the Visayas, have tended to make 
worse the sad condition in which had been the agricultural interest of 
those provinces. 

The loss of life may be judged of from the fact that at two 
places in the province of Isla de Negros 134 persons, who had 
perished in consequence of the typhoons, have been buried. A 
correspondent writing from this province to the Porvenir Filipino 
thus describes the disastrous effects on human and animal life of 
the typhoon of the 26th Dec. :— 


The unfortunate circumstance of a high tide, happening at the very 
time that heavy rain was falling and the wind blowing with violence, 
was the cause of a large number of rivers overflowing their banks in 
such a manner that the number of victims who have perished by being 
swept away by the violence of the waters is said to be beyond calcula- 
tion, for the unfortunates who became victims of the floods found 
neither on the roofs of the houses nor on the tops of the trees the safe 
places of refuge they had sought for, and fancied they had reached. 
Houses and trees, and everything that stood in the way of the floods, 
were carried away by the unchained elements. I am merely in pos- 
session of intelligence of a vast number of personal disasters in the 
villages of Ginigarum and I[log, where it is said that after the typhoon 
the fields were strewn with corpses and with aj multitude of drowned 
animals. 

During the typhoon in this same province on the Ist Jan 
several rivers having overflowed their banks desolated the plan- 
tations in the neighbourhood, and caused great loss of life, man 

rsons having been carried away to sea along with their dwel- 
ngs. Respecting the destruction caused there by this second 
typhoon a corrrespondent of the Comercio says :— 


It is not possible to estimate the losses of the persons concerned ; 
many cattle have perished. The sugar canes ready for crushing have 
been blown down and broken, and the young canes seriously injured. 
Almost all the buildings on the estate have been thrown down, es- 
pecially the crushing mills. In short, it had been estimated that there 
would be a sugar crop amounting to from 500,000 to 600,000 piculs, 
but it is probable that these figures will have to be diminished by 25 
per cent.; besides this a reduction will have to be made of about 25 
per cent. in the quality, because it is not possible to make superior 
sugar from the sugar cane.

Mr. N. de Maclay, the Russian traveller, has returned to Johore 
Bahru from an interesting excursion into the interior of Johore, 
undertaken with the object of learning something of the wild 
races inhabiting the jungle,—the Jakuns, Oran Rajet and Oran 
Utrn. As these races always withdraw deeper into the interior, 
seeking shelter in the forests and mountains on the approach 
of strangers, Mr. de Maclay had to extend his explorations into 

laces never yet visited by Europeans, and ‘rarely even by the 
alays. His travels occupied fifty days, proceeding sometimes 
by boat, but performing the greater part of the journey on foot. 
Leaving Johore Bahru, Mr. Maclay went to the Muar river, up 
which he proceeded as far as Pallon, whence he made a visit to 
the Oran Rajet. Thence he pushed his way cn to Badon Kraton 
and Djekati (in the district of Rumpen), and from there across 
over Tenan and Bicko (Batu Pahat) to Leba, Pongut, and 
Lundan, the settlements of the Oran Utan, and thence down 
the river Rahan to Indau. This was a trip right across the ter- 
ritory of Johore, in accomplishing which Mr. de Maclay had to 
travel on foot for thirty days. From Indau he returned over- 
land to the Johore river, and reached Johore Bahru yesterday, 
where he is being most hospitably entertained as the guest of 
the Maharajah. 

Mr. Maclay’s travels were very much facilitated through the 
kindness of the Maharajah, who gave him circular letters to all 
the chiefs in his territory, by which the transport of his luggage 
was greatly facilitated, and is was enabled to obtain occasional 
supplies of provisions. Considering that the rainy season is not 
yet over, aad that he was obliged to spend many days and nights 

in flooded jungle, Mr. de Maclay has returned in good health, 
having only a slight fever. The results of this excursion have 

' 80 far encouraged him, that ‘as soon as he is fully recovered he 
intends resuming his researches in the interior of the Peninsula, 
starting from Pahang and proceeding across the country to Ma- 
lacca and Quedah. 

A few nights since a couple of soldiers and some sailors, who 
had struck up a sudden friendship, went into the Sailors’ Home, 
and, as almost invariably happers when soldiers and sailors fra- 
ternise, they finished up with a fight. The disturbance began in 
the Home, but was continued in the street, where they attracted 
the interference of the police. One of the soldiers was arrested, 
and several times rescued py the crowd, who appeared to want 
to have the matter all their own way, but were overpowered, and 
several of them were lodged in the lock-up. One of the men 
was so severely handled in the fight that he had to be sent to the 


hospital. 

“We understand that a committee has been appointed, consist- 
ing of the Hon. E. A. Irving, the Hon. H. W. Wood, and Mr. 
MacArthur, to inquire into and report upon the question of the 
sufficiency or insufficiency of the existing salaries of Government 
officials. 

Intelligence has been received from Perak, dated the 31st 
January, from which it appears that all was perfectly quiet— 
that the residence of the British representative had been fixed 
upon, and that on the 30th January the flags of England and 
Perak had been hoisted there with a salute to each. 

The Audacious, flagship of Vice-Admiral Ryder, the new com- 
mander of the China squadron, arrived here on the lst Feb. 
H.M.S. Lapwing, from Trincomali, 17th Jan., arrived the same 


day.

THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

THe Haavug, Marca 1.—The Government has received a despatch 
from Atchin, dated the 23rd of February, announcing that the Dutch 
have captured three fortifications in Lamara and one in Tibang. The 
Atchinese suffered considerable loss. 

AMSTERDAM, Marcu 5.—The local newspapers contradict the intelli- 
gence published by a London evening journal, asserting that the 
Netherlands Government was preparing a third expedition for Atchin. 
They point out that the state of things in Atchin naturally necessitates 
a frequent despatch of troops to keep the Dutch force up to its proper 
strength, but that these reliefs can in no way be described as a fresh 
expedition. 

WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS FROM JAPAN. 

YoxouamMa, Marcw 1.—The European troops formerly stationed 
here have been withdrawn. The British force of marines will proceed 
to Natal.

The steamer built and engined by Messrs. Caird and Co., Greenock, 
for the British Burmah Steam Navigation Company, and named Pyah- 
Pekhet, was a few days ago stopped by the Board of Trade surveyors at 
Greenock from proceeding to sea, on the ground thut she was too deeply 
laden with coals. The vessel, being of somewhat peculiar construction, 
it was alleged that it is necessary that her propeller should be deeply sub- 
merged in order to navigate her safely. The owners, in accordance 
with the decision of the Board of Trade’s officers, at once set to work 
and had the vessel lightened (under protest, we understand), and 
the head officials of the Board of Trade were promptly communicated 
with on the subject, as was also Mr. Grieve, M.P. After the vessel had 
been lightened, permission was given to proceed ; but on Friday the 
owners caused another survey to be made upon her by Mr. Boolds 
(Lloyd’s surveyor) and Captain William Neill (underwriters’ surveyor), 
and these gentlemen have, we believe, submitted a report, that in her 
present trim she is not fit to go to sea. Here the matter rests for the 
present ; but we are informed that representatives of the Board of 
Trade from London “re expected in Greenock, when a further survey 
will be made. As the q::estion is a peculiar one, the probability is that 
a searching examination will be made into the whole circumstances con- 
nected with the original order to stop the steamer.

Vice-Admiral Sir He Kellett, K.C.B., died at his residence, 
Clonacody House, county Tipperary, at the age of sixty-eight years, on 
the Ist inst. The gallant officer entered the navy at fourteen, and 
commenced active service on the West Coast of Africa, where he was 
several times mentioned in despatches for having “cut out” slavers and 

rformed other similar feats of daring. He commanded the Starling 
in the first Chinese war, and commanded the Naval Brigade under the 
late Lord Gough. He distinguished himself in the operations against 
Canton, and was present at the fall of Shanghai and the subsequent 
operations. For his services in China he obtained his promotion to the 
rank of captain, and in the following year was nominated a Companion 
of the Bath. Returning from China, Captain Kellett played a prominent 
part in the first and second Arctic expeditions in search of Sir John 
Franklin. In the second expedition he commanded the Resolute, en- 
dured unparalleled sufferings, and exhibited consummate pluck and sea- 
manship. Having been subsequently employed on surveying service 
on the Pacific Station, he attained flag rank, and was promoted to Vice- 
Admiral in 1868. In 1869 he was appointed to the chief command of 
the China station, but was placed on the Retired List about two years’ 
later. The evening of his life was spent in his native county of Tip- 
perary, where he was respected and beloved by men of all classes. 

We haveto announce the death of General Sir James Hope Grant, 
G.C.B. The deceased General entered the army as cornet in the 9th 
(the Queen’s Royal) Lancers in 1826, and served with that regiment 
several years in India. He served as brigade-major to General Lord 
Saltoun in China in 1842, and was present at the assault and capture of 
Ching Kiang and at the landing before Nankin. After his return to 
India he served with his regiment, the 9th Lancers, under Sir Hugh 
Gough (afterwards Viscount Gough) at the battle of Sobraon, in Feb- 
ruary, 1846, and he commanded his regiment during the greater 

of the campaign in the Punjaub in 1848-49. In 1857, at the 
outbreak of the Indian Mutiny, he commanded the cavalry brigade 
as brigadier-general during the siege and at the assault of Delhi. 
He commanded the British forces throughout the campaign of 1860 
in China, terminating with the capture of Peking, for which he re- 
ceived the thanks of Parliament for “the distinguished skill, zeal, and 
intrepidity” displayed in the command of the military forces, and was 
nominated a Grand Cross of the Bath. He received the freedom of the 
cities of Edinburgh and Perth, in recognition of his military services to 
his country, and was made a knight of the second class of the Legion 
of Honour by the late Emperor Napoleon IIL, had received the China 
medal and two additional clasps for the last war, the medal for Sobraon, 
and the medal and clasps for his services in the Punjaub campaign of 
1848-9, and medal and clasps for the Indian Mutiny. 


It will be remembered that the Hon. C. D. R. Hanbury-Tracy, M.P.,

Heafterwards became a member of the well-known 
firm of William Appleton and Co., who were largely engaged in the 
China trade, and with this firm he remained for many yeara. In 1851 
he was elected to the State House of Representatives, serving three 
years, In 1861 he was elected from Boston to the Thirty-seventh Con- 
gress, to fill a vacancy caused by the death of Mr. William Appleton, 
and he was re-elected to each successive Congress up to and including 
the present one. 


Asse Davip, who has deyoted some years to the exploration of 
Chinese territory and the study of the people, writes that the estimate 
of statisticians that the total population of the Chinese Empire is but 
100,000,000 souls is entirely incorrect. The error is due to the terrible 
ravages made in certain small political divisions, which have rebelled 
at times, and in which wholesale massacres have reduced the inhabi- 
tants to one-half, and in some cases one-fifth their former numerical 
strength. The province of Kiangsi is, however, the least populated, 
and the average of each canton therein is 4,000 ple. There are 
4,345 cantons, making an appropriate total of 17,380,000 inhabitants. 
Among the eighteen provinces of the’ empire it is certain that several 
largely exceed Kiangsi in population but, taking the above given 
aggregate as a unit, there must be at least 300,000,000 individ in 
the country. 

Ix the House of Commons on the 4th instant Mr. Cartwright 
asked the Under Secretary of State for India. whether there 
was any foundation for the report that the Expedition which 
had been sent out with a view to opening up a route from 
Burmah to China had been encountered by Chinese forces.—Lord 
George Hamilton replied that a telegram received at the India-offlce 
stated that the Expedition was attacked on the 22nd of February by 
several hundred Chinese and by a large number of the hill frontier 
tribes at a place called Mauwine, in Chinese territory. The main body 
of the Expedition escaped with a loss of three wounded, but lost the 
greater part, if not the whole, of their baggage. Mr. Margary was, 
with five Chinese servants, surrounded and killed. 

Mr. EpMunp WHEATLEY, who during the last few months ha been 
prominently before the temperance public in connection with tee-- 
totalism in the Far East, is about to return to China, and an oppor- 
tunity was recently seized by the National Temperance League toinvite 
afew friends to meet him, and to hold with him a gathering that should 
be a pleasant sowvenir of his visit to this country. Mr. Wheatley was 
a firm friend of the temperance movement when in the East, and has 
been ineessunt in its advocacy sinoe his return to England. The meet- 
ing in question was held in the Lecture Hall, 337, Strand, under the 
presidency of Major-General F. Eardley- Wilmot. 

THE practice of giving weight tq cotton fabrics by means of China 
clay is tolerably well known. M. J. Person, in Dr. Quesneville’s 
Moniteur Scientifique, has a paper “ On Certain Properties of Weighted 
Silks,” in which he states that an increase of weight is produced in 
silks by treatment with salts of iron and astringents, with salts of tin 
and cyanides ; this factitious increase of weight being carried to the 
extent of 100 to 300 per cent, It cannot be too widely known that by 
this adulteration silk is rendered very inflammable, burning like tinder 
if touched with flame, and that, under certain circumstances, it be- 
comes spontaneously inflammable. 


Viscount DE SAN JANUARIO, the late Governer of Macao, has arrived at 
Rome, accompanied by MM. Pedro Gastaé, Mesnier, and de Carvalho. 
He was received by the King Victor-Emmanuel, with his two compa- 
nions. M. Mesnier presented to his Majesty a copy of his recent work 
on Japan, a very remarkable composition from the patient and learned 
researches on the history of the Portuguese and of the first Europeans 
in those regions of the East in which the Catholic religion, introduced 
by the Portuguese in the sixteenth century, made immense progress. 

Tue Bradford Chamber of Commerce has held a meeting, at which 
the President, Mr. Behrens, reported that as many treaties of commerce 
with Continental nations would expire during next year, and us move- 
ments in favour of protection were already commencing in those coun- 
tries, it had been decided to form a joint committee of Yorkshire Cham- 
bers, with a view to acting conjointly in all tariff questions affecting 
their interests. The committee will shortly meet in Bradford 

Awonast the latest arrivals at the Brighton Royal Aquarium are ten 
“telescope fish” from Shanghai. They are very pretty little things, 
some golden, some silver, and some red and white coloured. A la 
number of Japanese fish, a little larger than minnows, but of brilliant 
and varied colour, and a small sea-turtle have also been received.

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ITEMS FROM PARIS. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

M. J. de Vigors, who is travelling in the Far East, and sending re- 
ports to the Commission for Commercial Geography in Paris, writes 
as follows about the French trade at Shanghai :—As regards importa- 
tions, France can only supply the requirements of the few Europeans 
there in wines, woollen cloths, articles of Paris, &c. It can hardly be 
called a trade. As for England, she cannot be rivalled now for her 
cotton goods ; but the United States may prove a formidable competi- 
tor in that respect before long. I know for a fact that the French 
Consul has been instructed from Paris to send a complete list of all 
articles imported in China. The work of compiling such information 
has been entrusted to a French resident in Shanghai. I hope it will 
be put, when received, within the reach of all persons interested ; but 
I am afraid it will only confirm my unfavourable opinions of the situa- 
tion and prospects of French trade in China. The French residents 
in Shanghai are few in number—only ninety-five, women included. 
Out of that number twenty-five are cooks, or small shopkeepers, selling 
liquors and preserves ; three are hairdressers, and about thirty are em- 
ployed in the Custom-house or in English firms. The remainder manage 
warehouses, among which half-a-score or so are not unimportant. At 
Hankow, 600 miles up the Yang-tse-kiang, there are only about sixty 
foreigners, mostly Russians and Americans. The only chance of success 
there for Frenchmen would be found in the creation of some industry, 
and yet it would soon meet with the opposition of the mandarins, and 
with the Chinese competition. 

The Japanese Prince Yosihisa-Kita-Sharakawa, uncle to the Mikado, 
who is staying in Berlin, is confined to his room and severely ill froma 
cold. 


GERMANY. 
(FRUM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

The absorbing topic of the na the alleged retirement of Prince 
Bismark from public life, in which he has passed so many years to the 
perfect satisfaction of his Sovereign and the advancement and glory of 
his country. He has well deserved the highest honours that have been 
showered on him so lavishly on every side, both in Germany and 
abroad, and the forty-nine orders and decorations that he is entitled 
to wear give proof of the estimation in which he is held by every 
potentate in Europe and elsewhere. Though the press in Germany, 
as indeed everywhere else, have been full of the subject for the last 
ten days, and extremely fruitful in letting fly their canards, their as- 
sertions have hitherto proved but unconfirmed conjectures, for in 
reality nothing has hitherto been finally decided on, nor will be for 
some time. Last week the old Vossische Zeitung of Berlin—better 
known by the colloquial but not very flattering appellation of “ Tante 
Voss ’’—contained a sensational article stating that in a lengthened 
audience on Sunday Prince Bismark had tendered his resignation, 
which had been accepted by the Emperor. As the article had all the 

pearance of having been written by authority it made a great sensa- 
tion, and had even a depressing influence on the value of the funds on 
the Stock Exchange, as it is generally felt that his retirement at the 
present time, when Rome is so persistently claiming supremacy in 
Germany, would be an irreparable loss to the country. It is unfor- 
tunately true that the health of the Prince has been for a long time 
suffering from over-work, and that it has become absolutely indispens- 
able for him to enjoy a season of rest ; but it stands to reason that 
he cannot retire so suddenly as many people imagine, for there 
are many things to be considered, and one of the greatest diffi- 
culties to be overcome is to find successors for him, initiated 
in his political views, in the several departments of the Imperial 
German and specially Prussian Governments, of which he is the head 
and prime mover. There can be no doubt that it was at first the 
Prince's serious intention to accede to the pressing wishes of his family 
and retire from public life on the 1st of April next (his birthday), when 
he will have completed his three score years. To this he was also urged 
by his medical attendants, who stated most decisively that if relieved 
from the cares of public business his life was good for ten years more, 
but that should he continue to bear the pressure of his present multi- 
farious duties he would be worked to death in less than three years. 
The latest accounts are that in all probability a compromise will be 
effected ; that as soon as he has found the right people he will ask for 
leave of absence for six months or more, by which he will leave open 
the door for his return to the direction of affairs should he find that the 
business of the country is not carried on in his spirit and to his satis- 
faction. 

The official Retchs-Anzeiger publishes an Imperial Decree ordaining 
that for the future the ten-mark gold coin shall be called a krone or 
crown, and the twenty-mark piece a doppel-krone or double crown. 
Great exertions are being made in all the German mints to complete 
the number of coins of the new currency. As soon as they reach the sum 
of 1,200 million marks, which will be in a month or two, the heavy 
silver thalers, which still form the bulk of the currency that passes 
from hand to hand every day, will be called in, put out of circulation, 
and exchanged at their full value of three marks for a thaler for gold 
“crowns” and “ double crowns.” 

The Bank Law has now passed its last ordeal, and been accepted en 
bloc by the Federal Council. It is not yet promulgated, as it still 
requires the formal consent of the Prussian Chambers to transmute the 
Bank of Prussia into the Imperial Bank of Germany. For this purpose 
a short Bill has been brought in by Ministers, and will no doubt pass 
the three readings without opposition. It consists of only three 
articles. The first authorises the Prussian Government to negotiate 
and sign a Convention with the Chancellor of the Empire for transfer- 
ring the Bank on the conditions contained in the Act of Parliament, in 
accordance with which Prussia is to receive back her capital of 1,906,800 
thalers invested in the Banks, as well as one half of the Reserve Fund, 
for which she transfers the whole establishment, with its assets and 
liabilities, to the Central Government on January 1, 1876. Prussia 
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further obtains a compensation of fifteen million marks from the 
Reichs Bank, to be paid out of the new capital of the institution, The 
right is reserved to the private shareholders of the Bank of Prussia to 
exchange their shares for new ones in the Central Bank at par, but on 
condition of their renouncing all their other rights and privileges (in- 
cluding the other moiety of the Reserve Fund) in favour of the new 
Bank. By Art. 2 the Bank of Prussia is empowered to establish 
branches and agencies in all parts of Germany with the consent of the 
territorial Sovereign ; and Art. 3 confides the execution of the law to 
the Ministers for Finauce and for Commerce. 

The Hamburg Banks are now beginning to hold their annual general 
meetings of shareholders and declare their dividends for 1874. The 
dividend of the Norddeutsche Bank is 75 marks per share, or 10 per 
cent. ; that of the Vereins Bank is 10 marks per share, or 11 1-9 per 
cent.'; the Wechsler Bank 12 marks per coupon, or 5 per cent., and the 
German and Brazil Bank of Hamburg 13 per cent., after writing off 
large sums from various accounts and transferring 160,000 marks to 
the reserve fund. This result of their first year of business is so favour- 
able that the directors are encouraged to increase their capital by a 
fresh issue of shares, which they offer to the public at a premium of 
3 per cent., with interest from January 1, at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum. The direction is in first-rate hands, Herr J. H. Gossler 
chairman, Ferd. Jacobson vice-president, and among the directors are 
partners in the eminent firms of H. J. Merck and Co., L. Behrens and 
Sons, Ross Vidal and Co., Schroeder Brothers and Co., Fred. Westen- 
holz and Co., and A. J. Schon and Co., all of this city. The Vereing 
Bank announce that at the last sitting of the directors Herr J. H. 
Goasler (of the firm of Berenberg, Gossler, and Co.) was elected presi- 
dent, and Rudolph Schroeder (of the firm of Schroeder Brothers and 
Co.) vice-president of the Board for the current year. 

The International Bank of Hamburg will hold its annual g2neral 
meeting on the 19th inst. The directors have received formal notice of 
a motion, to be brought before the meeting on the part of a number of 
shareholders representing a large amount of the share capital, the 
object of which is to oblige the Council of Administration in their 
capacity of ex-officio directors of their London establisment—the Inter- 
national Bank of Hamburg and London—to refund the percentage 
claimed by them as their perquisite on the profits arising from the 
business done by the London house, which, it will be remembered, last 
year formed the subject of a lawsuit in the Commercial Tribunal 
of this city, in which the plaintiff obtained a verdict ; secondly, 
to give up the shares of the International Bank of Hamburg and 
London allotted ex-officio to the members of the Council of Administra- 
tion, together with the dividends accruing therefrom ; and finally to 
pass a resolution prohibiting the Council from disposing of the shares 
in the London establishment belonging to the Bank in this city, unless 
with the consent of a general meeting of shareholders ; and to refuse 
to grant the Council a discharge and relieve them of further responsi- 
bility in regard to the accounts till the first two parts of the motion 
have been fulfilled. 

A Silesian journal gives the following instance of the intolerance of 
the Ultramontanes, and their spirit of hostility to the Prince-Chancellor. 
Last week the Catholic parents of an infant took their child to the Regis- 
trar of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, in obedience to the law, and it was 
entered on the register by the names of Bismark Otto. The parents then 
took the child to their parish priest to perform the religious ceremony, 
who objected to the name of Bismark, and christened it by the name af 
Joseph. Of course the infant's legal name is that entered in the Civil 
Register. The parents were so disgusted at the conduct of the priest 
that they seceded from the Catholic religion and became Protestants. 

Whilst your daily contemporaries in London seem to take it for 
granted that there is to be a race between England and Germany this 
spring, which of the two shall first reach the North Pole, I regret to 
dissipate the illusion by stating the simple fact that as far as Ger- 
many is concerned the question has hitherto only reached the stadium 
of the pia desiderata. The Society for North Pole Exploration at 
Bremen memorialised the Government as far back as January 3 to 
grant the funds for fitting out an expedition to the North. The Bundes- 
rath referred it to the Permanent Committees for Finances and Naval 
Affairs, who by a majority of eight +o two votes propose the following 
motion : “The Bundesrath agrees to request the Chancellor of the Em- 
pire to appoint Commissioners with instructions to make searching en- 
quiry as to the expediency of sending out a North Pole Expedition and 
report on the scientific advantages and probable cost of thé same ; and 
further, whether the expense should be borne, wholly or in part, by the 
German Government.” This may be considered to be a favourable result 
as far as it goes, and is mainly ascribed to the urgent manner in which 
General von Stosch, the head of the Admiralty, supported the motion 
in Committee, as calculated to be of the deepest importance, not only 
for the navy, but for the general maritime interests of Germany. The 
sum proposed to be placed on the estimates in the supplemental budget 
for this year is 300,000 thalers; for as the young German navy pos- 
sesses no vessel suitable or available for this service it will be needful 
to build one or more on pu . : 

In one of my letters at the end of last year I mentioned the new in- 
stitution of the “ Deutsche Seewarte,” or Marine Observatory, with its 
seat at Hamburg, and that the funds for the expenses of the first year 
had been placed on the estimates and liberally granted by Parliament. 
Since then the needful steps have been taken sv energetically that it 
has started into life with a perfect organisation and highly satisfactory 
appointments of the scientific heads of departments, the whole being 
placed under the management of Dr. Neumayer, the hydrographer of 
the Admiralty, and for several years director of the Observatory at Mel- 
bourne. The whole establishment of the Hamburg Seewarte has been 
formally made over to the Imperial authorities, and the duties of the 
office ever since the Ist February are now performed by Governmené 
officials, among whom is Captain Koldewey, who commanded the Hat 
German exploring expedition in the Arctic Sea. 

COMMERCIAL AND SHIPPING. 

Since my last letter the frost continues to blockade the Elbe very 

persistently, so that the only arrivals are a few steamers and col- 
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liers from England. The wind blowing from the East the water in the 
Elbe is remarkably low, and as the surface is covered with ice and the 
buoys marking the fairwater have been taken up, it is highly dangerous 
for navigation. Heaps of steamers are stranded on the sand-banks all 
down the river, and the ice-breaker continues to render efficient ser- 
vice in getting them off. What tends greatly to increase the danger is 
that the three lightships at the mouth of the Elbe have been obliged 
dy the ico to slip their cables and stand out to sea, where they are now 
cruising off Heligoland to furnish pilots to such vessels as require them ; 
but under the above-mentioned circumstances no guarantee can be 
‘given that a vessel can be brought up in safety to Hamburg, even with 
-a pilot on board. 

The Produce Market is in a state of collapse, and no business of any 
importance has been transacted for a long time. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, ManrcH 3. 


We have had a very busy Parliamentary fortnight, full of inter- 
eating events. In December 1863 the Java Government resolved to 
institute an inquiry about the coffee culture in Juva. Mr. Steinmetz 
was charged with this task, but in 1865 he was replaced by Mr. C. J. 
Bosch, who two years later was ready with his report. The mass of 
documents relating to this important matter was printed’and distri- 
buted to our M.Ps., 1 Commission was appointed to examine the re- 
port, and the subject has now been discussed. It was to be foretold 
that it: would cause a great party-fight between our Liberals and Conser- 
~vatives, because such a difference of opinion existed between the mem- 
bers of the Commission that it was impossible to arrive at a conclusion 
which could be agreed to by all. Thus the Chamber had to choose be- 
tween two conclusions, viz., that of the majority advising a gradual abo- 
lition of the compulsory culture system, and that of the minority 
proposing that the Chamber should simply thank the Minister for the 
information given by the report. From the debate it soon appeared 
that the majority was supported by Messrs. Blom, Mirandolle, Mees, 
and Lenting, whilst Mr. ’s Jacob alone represented the minority. He, 
however, was backed up not only by his friends of the Right, but by 
members on the Left benches, by whom many hard blows were 
-dealt at the majority. A pcan was sung in praise of the satisfactory 
results of our fatherly care of culture and trade, and all the possible 
and impossible arguments were brought forward to demonstrate that 
it.was necessary for the State to continue its own coffee planter and 
coffee trader. We cannot do without the revenue resulting from coffee, 
was the principal argument. But they forgot that the majority reports, 
Ist, that the burden imposed by the compulsory culture cannot be 
abolished without giving up the financial advantages ; and, 2nd, that 
the crop will not augment as long as the State’s culture is maintained. 
Mr. Mirandolle made a brilliant speech, in which he sketched the his- 
tory of coffee-culture in Java, and in a masterly argument he proved 
that there was nothing to prevent it at once being made a free culture. 
But his eloquent speech made no impression ; the couclusion of the 
liberal majority was rejected by forty-two against twenty-six votes, 
whilst that of the minority was approved of without a division. [ re- 
gret to state that amongst the “noes” appear several names of Liberal 
members. It seems as if we have returned absolutely to the Conserva- 
tive colonial policy. 

I hear that already large sums have been subscribed in tehalf of the 
sufferers by the inundations in Java, and if I am well informed a con- 
siderable sum will be forwarded by this mail. There is much more 
willingness to contribute to this fund than to that for the monument, 
which will be erected to the memory of our brave soldiers who have 
lost their lives in Atchin. ‘When shall we leave that Atchin ?’ asks 
Professor Vreede to-day in the Utrechtsch Dagblad, in reference to a 
letter which he has received, and in which it is stated that our position 
remains unaltered. There is still no question of submission, and even 
if there were it would be of no significance, because the Atchinese are 
not to be trusted. To continue this war in such an unhealthy climate 
is a crime, the Professor says. No volunteering coolies are anymore to 
be had, and the prisons must be emptied in order to provide them. 
Already 5,000 of these poor Javanese have died from epidemics or sheer 
misery. Itis ashame. Atchin defends its independence, its nation- 
ality, which makes its people so stubborn. It is of no use to waste 
more money and more lives, and it is never too late to acknowledge 
that we have made a mistake in our appreciation of the Atchin- 
ese. So says Professor Vreede, and I may say that many Dutch- 
men are of the same opinion. Our Conservative papers on the 
contrary, comfort the public with repor:s that gold and tin fields 
exist in Atchin, and that we must conquer a country that will pay for 
our outlay. A sound policy indeed! We violate the independence 
of an empire, whilst atthe same time itis a matter freely discussed, 
how to maintain our own independence when Germany shall think fit 
to annex our country. The steamer Groningen has sailed with another 
reinforcement for our East Indian army, but it has now become almost 
impossible for the agents to obtain volunteers, however considerable the 
bounty offered. H.M.’s paddle steamers rom and Merapi are being 
equipped for Java. 

The debate upon the Java Railway Bill haz been more satisfactory, 
the discussions proving that the Chamber earnestly desires to provide 
Java with railways. By this Bill it was proposed to construct on 
account of the State a railway between Sourabaya, Passaroean, and 
Malang, whilst a further credit was asked to prepare for the construc- 
tion pf other lines. A very lengthy debate ensued, notwithstanding 

tha = aly a few membera took part init. The picce de resistance was 
the question if the construction of railways on private account was not 
to be preferred above their construction by the State. I should press 
too much upon your valuable space if I repeated all the arguments 


pro et contra. Most eloquent was the reply of the Minister to the several | 


speeches. He sketched the great necessity of railways in Java for the 
State, for the farmers, for the merchants, and last but not least, for our 
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military system. If the State did not construct on its own account 
the Government would have to guarantee interest, which would be all 
the same an outlay of money. The result of the debate was that the 
Bill was carried by 44 against 21 votes. Again some Liberals and 
Radicals appeared amongst the “Noes.” Java may rejoice that the 
first step has been taken to provide her with railways. Mr. Van Golt- 
stein also seems more earnest than Mr. Heemskerk in the design for 
completing the system of railways in the mother-country. 

It will give, I think, as much satisfaction in our colonies as it has 
given here, that Colonel Pel, the Commander-in-Chief in Atchin, has 
been promoted to the rank of major-general. By the last mail a mag- 
nificent present was forwarded, which will be presented to him by his 
brother officers. This is most certainly a proof that they highly esteem 
his military talents, even if he has not yet succeeded in subduing the ~ 
Atchinese. Some days ago the guns which were captured from the 
Atchinese arrived here. Some will be melted to make crosses to be 
distributed amongst the soldiers who formed the two expeditions. 
One of thexe guns bears the following inscription: “ Thomas and 
Richard Pit Brothers made this piece in 1617,” in addition to the 
English crown and arms. It ia supposed that the gun was presented by 
Jacobus I. to the Atchinese. Whilst few volunteers are to be found 
inclined to start for Atchin, a good deal of money has been subscribed 
to provide our soldiers, and especially the sick and wounded, with lux- 
uries and comforts. At the same time relatively large sums are being 
received for the purpose of erecting a memorial to those who have 
perished in this most unhappy war. According to the Vaderland, a 
very large contingent of soldiers will be sent to Java in the course of 
this year, greatly outnumbering that which was fixed by the law. 

Gradually the papers are preparing for the election struggle in June 
next, when one half of our members of Parliament resign, but they can 
of course be re-elected. It will be, I think, a very hot struggle. 


PRODUCE MARKETS.

Superior qualities have improved some- 
what in price, but inferior sorts have declined ; so that the quotations 
remain stationary. Some lots were sold at £.3 to £.34 under November 
value.

Spices meet with no demand, and prices are nominal. 

Java Topacco.—About 10,000 bales of various marks have been sold, 
generally at firm prices.

UNITED STATES. 

The Houseof Representatives Committee on Foreign Affairs has agreed 
to report a Bill providing for the distribution of the Japanese indemnity 
fund, which now amounts to nearly $1,200,000. The sum already paid 
by Japan, and which has been invested in United States bonds under the 
direction of the State Department, amounts to nearly $900,000. The 
balance due, $375,000 in gold, is now en route from Japan. In May, 
1872, a Bill was passed by the House remitting tho last-named sum, 
but failed to be enacted. At the last session a similar Bill was reported 
favourably to the Senate, and was pending at the adjournment. Ever 
since the indemnity was received from Japan efforts have been made at 
every session of Congress to pass Bills distributing a certain portion of 
the indemnity among the officers and crew of the United States ships 
Wyoming and To Kiany, which participated in the action which resulted 
in deatroying the pirates at Simonoseki Strait in 1863. It is proposed in 
the Bill agreed to by the Foreign Committee to remit to Japan the 
$375,000 now en route ; distribute among the officers and crews of the 
Wyoming and To Kiang $125,000 of that already received and invested ; 
place $300,000 under the direction of the Secretary of State, the interest 
to be devoted to the education of a certain number of American 
youths in the Japanesz language, in order to enable them to become 
interpreters for our Consular and Diplomatic service, and the balance 
to be turned into the Treasury. The President, in his annual Message, 
recommended the education of interpreters for our Diplomatic service, 
and the Secretary of State has expressed himself favourable to that 
section of the Bill, but would prefer to have the entire balance of the 
fund devoted to educational purposes. The committec has also agreed 
tu report a Bill supplementary to the Acts in relation to immigration, 
which seeks to prevent the importation of women from China, Japan, 
or any Oriental country for lewd and immoral purposes, the violation 
of the law to be visited with severe penalties. 


The Senate has passed the Tariff Bill precisely as it was passed by

THE STRIKE IN THE TEA TRADE. 

DURING recent years the commerce of this country has 
been seriously disarranged by strikes of greater or less 
magnitude and of varying degrees of importance, from the 
colossal and ever-recurring difficulties in the coal and iron 
trades down to the turn-out of the comb-makers, but the 
most extraordinary of all, for it is the most unreasonable 
and foolish, is the Strike in the Tea Trade, which com- 
menced last Monday, and which has for the moment para- 
lysed a business from which the CHANCELLOR of the EXCHE- 
QUER is enabled to place more than £10,000 per diem to the 
credit of the Imperial revenue. This strike, we need hardly 
remark, is on the part of the tea dealers,—a class which, 
if common report does not belie them, has not suffered 
severely from what a contemporary terms “ the peculiarly 
unremunerative nature of the China trdde,’—and was 
announced to the commercial world in the following in- 
geniously worded manifesto :—“ The undersigned hereby 
“ give notice that on and after 1st March, 1875, they will 
“ only buy tea on the following terms :—Three months’ 
“ prompt from the completed delivery of the weight notes, 
“and with the condition that the buyer may cancel any 
“‘ portion of the purchase for which weight notes have not 
‘“‘ been delivered within seven days after date of contract.” 
We call this document “ ingeniously worded,” because if 
its authors had done their utmost to draw up a document 
of such a nature that, as in the case of many an 
enactment passed by the collective wisdom of the 
nation, a skilful lawyer could,—to use a somewhat 
hackneyed expression—drive a coach and four through 
it, they could not very well have met with greater 
success. Be that as it may, and setting aside all verbal 
criticism, this manifesto is clearly an attempt on the part 
of the tea dealers to arrogate to themselves further power 
over this important branch of trade. They had previously, 
in the days when importers could afford to be liberal, ob- 
tained concessions in regard to weight, allowance, and in- 
terest, against which the importers protested in vain a few 
years back, and it would seem as if they wanted to get the 
whole trade entirely under their thumbs, in such a manner 
as to almost absolutely guarantee themselves against the 
chance of loss, and that, too, at the expense of the import- 
ing merchant. This attempt to enforce a “ heads-I-win-tails- 
you-lose” principle is intolerable, and will go nigh to pro - 
voke resistance to the bitter end, in which case the tea 
dealers may, perchance, find that they will come off but 
second best. The present ostensible grievance is one of 
their own making, for, as a correspondent pointed out in 
these columns a fortnight ago, “‘when samples are offered 
“on the market out of vessels only just in the docks, the 
“ dealers bid for the goods, knowing at the time they do 
“ so that it is utterly impossible that the bulk can be out 
“of ship.” If they will keep to this vicious practice, 
what can they possibly expect in the ordinary course 
of things except delay in obtaining delivery? The 
only reasonable remedy for this is suggested by the 
game correspondent, when he observes :—‘“ Let the 
“dealers as a whole decline to bid for tea until they 
‘see a reasonable chance of getting a fair delivery.” 
In our opinion they would have done well had they 
adopted this very sensible advice, and withdrawn their ob- 
‘noxious and ill-worded manifesto. They have not, how- 
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ever, done so; let them beware and repent, while there is. 
still time, for, as the Monetary and Mining Gazette aptly 
observes, “‘ Many an old established institution has been 
“ before now shaken by the rude innovations of our age, 
“and by the claims of equity, and we may possibly dis- 
“ cover that the wholesale tea dealers are not able to show 
“any raison détre for that particular trade out of which 
“they have accumulated their large fortunes.” 

We have before us an able pamphlet on the strike, en- 
titled ‘‘ Tea Dealers and Importers,” in which the questions 
at issue between the parties are forcibly, and, as we think, 
fairly discussed. Though we cannot, in a brief article on 
the subject, follow the writer through all his arguments, 
we quote his concluding observations in ezxtenso, as they 
convey a very pointed warning to the tea dealers of the 
necessity for setting their house in order, and that soon 
‘It might be considered,” he says, “ at the coming meet- 
‘ing of importers, whether it would not be desirable to 
“give a hearty support to brokers who offer their teas 
“direct to the country dealers and grocers? If dealers 
“will go to China for their teas, and create unnecessary 
“competition there, why should not importers go more 
“ direct to the consumers? We further suggest that mer- 
“chants give standing instructions to their brokers to 
“make much earlier offers of their teas to all those dealers 
“and shippers who either have not signed the clause, 
“or intimate their intention of withdrawing from it.” 
In conclusion, we would express an earnest hope that 
the tea dealers may learn wisdom, while there is yet time, 
instead of driving the importers to any such extreme mea- 
sures as those indicated in the foregoing extract, and that 
we may shortly hear of the amicable adjustment of this 
unfortunate dispute on a fair and equitable basis. If the 
parties cannot agree to terms amongst themselves, let the 
matters at issue between them be referred to the arbitra- 
tion of some unprejudiced and disinterested persons, and 
we shall thus be spared what our contemporary, quoted 
before, calls “‘the melancholy spectacle of a serious col- 
“ lision between these two influential sections of the com- 
“ mercial community.” 





THE TRANSIT CERTIFICATE QUESTION. 

IT was once hoped that Transit Certificates would be an 
infallible means of pushing our manufactures into the in- 
terior of China, and there can be no reasonable doubt that 
they would have had a wonderful effect upon the develop- 
ment of that branch of our trade had they ever been 
allowed a fair trial, and had the British merchant been 
permitted to use freely and unfettered the right nominally 
secured to him by Lord Eucin’s treaty. Thanks, however, 
to the acuteness of the Chinese official mind in evading 
treaty stipulations, and to the almost incredible supineness 
of that officer who, in bitter mockery it would seem, and 
certainly on the lucus a non lucendo principle, is styled the 
Chief Superintendent of British Trade in China, the Bri- 
tish merchant has been deprived of his rights, and the 
Transit Certificate question is becoming—if, indeed, it 
cannot be said to have already become—the burning ques- 
tion of the day amongst thoughtful men of business 10 
China. But a very few words will show how the system 
is working, a system, too, which ought, if properly managed, 
to have been of inestimable benefit to foreigners an 
Chinese alike. Transit Certificates, we find, are freely 
used at but three out of the thirteen ports opened by 
treaty to foreign trade, viz, Hankow, Chinkiang, and 
Ningpo, and from Chinkiang alone of these three ports 18 
no serious complaint heard of interference with our treaty 
right! Attempts have been made in other districts to start 
the system, and thereby to make our privileges operative > 
but from the causes mentioned above they have proved un- 
successful. Let us here dwell for a brief space on the con- 
dition of affairs in a district which has long had an unenvl- 
able reputation in this respect ; we allude to the Consplar 
district of Kiukiang, in the province of Kiangsi. ee, 
the principal objects of Mr. MAYERS’s mission to +« 
chang-foo in the autumn of 1873 was to discuss with : 
Governor of Kiangsi “the question of the inland transit 
duties,” and though we-are inclined to doubt the proce 
of dealing directly with the provincial authorities, 12 rs 
travention of cur usual practice and policy, the ™ 
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ought, if it had been properly handled by the representa - 
tive of British interests at Peking, to have been the® 
definitely settled once and for all. In the course of ou 
comments last August on Mr. MAYERs’s report of his mis 
sion to Nan-chang-foo, we expressed our opinion that the 
result was not so satisfactory as it should have been, and 
towards the conclusion of our article we observed :—‘ With 
*‘ regard to the transit pass grievance, after a short and in- 
** conclusive discussion, the Governor undertook to have 
‘f another proclamation issued ‘ to repeat in a public man- 
‘“‘* ner his assurance that no molestation would be offered 
*‘ « to legitimate trade.” We have not far to go to discover 
the consequences of this shifty Governor's promises and 
assurances; we do not draw, be it observed, upon 
a purely mercantile view of the subject, for that 
the official mind might consider prejudiced, but upon the 
Report of Her Magzesty’s Vice-Consul on the Trade 
of Kiukiang, written just five months after Mr. MayErs’s 
visit. The proclamation, it seems, began by ordering the 
barrier officials “to exercise a watchful supervision, and 
* to tolerate no discrepancy in the weight or number of 
* packages, or variation in the point of delivery,” and its 
effect is described by Mr. Vice-Consul KinG as being 
‘‘ominous rather than reassuring,” a statement which we 
can well believe, when we remember that in the previous 
year a large cargo of lead was condemned and confiscated 
“‘ by a manipulation of false weights at a war-tax office !” 
“Mr. Kine further remarks that the Chinese were not in- 
duced by the tone of the proclamation to resume the use 
of passes, and in support of his view he quotes the fol- 
lowing passages from the letter of a Chinese merchant at 
a barrier town to a friend at Kiukiang, which are decidedly 
not without their moral. “The tenor of the proclamation,” 
says the writer, ‘sounds fair enough ; but . the 
‘““ scales are different at each barrier, and if the officials do 
“ not confiscate the goods outright, they will want to take 
“‘ them to the head office at the aay capital to be 
* reweighed, and so we should still suffer loss, as in the 
“first case. There is a system of deliberate obstructive- 
“ness. If remonstrated with, the barrier people reply, 
“¢ The law requires us to verify the weights.’ Number- 
‘less other entanglements beset us which it is impossible 
“to explain to you clearly, so that, notwithstanding 
“this proclamation, there are still great difficulties 
“in our way. ‘Traders are all desirous of ayvail- 
“ing themselves of transit passes, but owing to 
“the wanton obstructiveness of the barriers, they dare 
“not.” So much for the scandalous state of things in a 
district where the officials, in defiance of the obligations 
imposed upon them, will not allow the Transit Certificate 
system to work. Let us now turn to the next port up the 
river, Hankow, where, generally speaking, there does not 
appear to be much difficulty on this score, except in one or 
two directions, notably in Szechuen, in which province the 
Transit Certificates granted at Hankow are calmly ignored. 
We recently reported a case which proves our statement 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. Some goods under transit 
pass, ‘‘ destined for the great marts of Szechuen, were 
‘‘ detained at the Kwei-chan barrier, above the Wu-shan 
“ gorge, where the river (Yang-tsze) crosses the frontier of 
“the province. The transit passes were totally disre- 
“ garded, and demands for the usual barrier squeezes were 
‘* made. The high provincial officials, so far from 
“disavowing the acts of their subordinates, and apolo- 
“ gising for a gross breach of treaty rights, issued procla- 
“‘ mations supporting their illegal claims.” 
We think we have said enough to show what a chaotic 
state of things exists in China with regard to this, the one 
of our treaty privileges which ought to be of the greatest 
use to our merchants, and which is nearly everywhere a 
dead letter from causes which can and must be removed. 
We do not pretend to go into any of the subsidiary ques- 
tions involved, such as the nationality following and pro- 
tecting the goods after sale, which principle has been con- 
~geded by the Chinese,—after due consideration, we pre- 
~ ‘sume, of the consequences resulting therefrom,—but what 
we insist upon is the right of a British merchant, under 
the existing treaty, to demand and use transit certificates 
to cover goods both to and from the interior of the empire. 
In regard to the broad question now at issue between the 
trading community and the Chinese Government, it is 
objected by some that the latter cannot control the pro- 
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vincial officials. That is their business ; we maintain that 
they ought to do so, and can do so, when they choose and 
It suits their purpose. We do not doubt that if we had 
an efficient representative at Peking who did his duty in 
fostering trade and assisting his fellow-countrymen, when 
wronged by the Chinese officials, the Central Government 
would find means of getting its orders obeyed, and if they 
do not, let them pay the penalty. Asa fair and reason- 
able solution of the existing difficulty, we would respect- 
fully suggest to Lord Dery that Her MAsEsty’s Minister 
at Peking be ordered to take up at once some typical case 
or cases of injustice and violation of treaty rights in this 
particular,—(we imagine that there are plenty in the pigeon- 
holes of the Legation, the circumstances of which are 
simple and undoubted),—and present it or them to the 
Chinese Government with a demand for the payment, 
within a specified ‘time, of the amount claimed, together 
with consequential damages in the fullest and amplest 
sense, or, if that way of putting the matter be objected to, 
together with a heavy indemnity as a warning for the 
future ; and further, that the demand of Her MAJESTy’s 
Government be couched in such terms as shall unmis- 
takably show that we intend to have it complied with. 

His Lordship may rest assured that a few lessons of this 

nature, judiciously and firmly administered, would not be 

long in producing the desired effect, and that the present 

serious grievance would soon become a thing of the past, 

to the very great and manifest benefit of the commerce of 
this country. 








CHINA, JAPAN, AND THE LEW-CHEW ISLANDS. 
THE wrongheadedness of the Chinese is certainly some- 
what astounding. They have barely got clear, and that, 
too, with ignominy and by the aid of the hated foreigner, 
of their difficulty with Japan in regard to Formosa, when 
another small but threatening cloud appears upon the poli- 
tical horizon. This time the impending difficulty is again 
with Japan, and is caused by the fact that, as we learned 
by the last Pacific mail, the Chinese officials at Foochow 
affect to hold authority over the Lew-Chew, notwithstand- 
ing the renunciation by the Central Government of Peking. 
It would seem broadly that some Lew-Chewans have. been 
compelled to perform, or cajoled into performing, the 
ceremony of ko-tow at the Foochow Custom-house. Of 
course the Chinese and Japanese versions of the circum- 
stances of the case differ materially. The account given 
by the Peking Gazette is plausible, but improbable, when we 
consider the principles on which the memorials published 
therein are drawn up. The Japanese, on their part, it 
would seem, roundly assert that the line of action pursued 
by the Chinese will, if persisted in, lead to complications, 
for Japan will no more permit the Chinese to humiliate its 
subjects than Formosa ct to slaughter them with im- 
punity. Here we have all the necessary ingredients, if we 
may use the expression, for a very pretty quarrel. We 
must hope, however, that the Chinese, taught by their 
recent experience, will at once show their wisdom by. 
making a formal and ample apology to Japan, and by at 
once disowning the acts of the Foochow local officials, 
who certainly ought not to be allowed to escape scot free, 
for their indiscretion and want of tact might have brought 
about very serious consequences. 


IT is with the utmost regret that we learn by telegram that 
the exploring party under Colonel Horace Brown, des- 
patched by the Indian Government, and which was to enter 
South-Western China through Burmah, have been attacked 
by a Chinese force, and that Mr. Marcary has been 
killed. It is, we fear, but too evident that the attack was 
made by regular Chinese troops, although all documents 
necessary to insure the safety of travellers had been granted 
to Her Majesty's representative at Peking, and forwarded 
to the local authorities. 


THE Gazette announces that the QUEEN has granted an 
audience to WoOYENO KAGENORI, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary from the Emperor of JAPAN ; 
to which audience he was introduced by the Earl of DERBY. 


It is expected that Colonel Sir WILLIAM JERVOIS, who 
has been appointed Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
will proceed to Singapore early next month. Captain G. 
PATON, 24th Foot, accompanies him as Aide-de-Camp. 





THE TREATY WITH JAPAN. 

WE observe that a somewhat peculiar question has been 
raised by the Japanese with reference to the revision of 
the existing Treaty. It appears that on the matter coming 
forward they at first used every effort to induce the 
foreign representatives to consent to the abandonment of 
the exterritoriality clauses. Failing in this, they have now 
announced that they are prepared to give up the point 
with reference to exterritoriality, but claim independence 
with regard to the tariff. Without any noticeable im- 
provement upon the old corrupt and partial sys- 
tem of judicial administration, which had originally 
made exterritoriality a necessity, Japan claimed to be 
freed from her obligations in this respect; and she 
now claims, evidently upon the basis of some crude con- 
ception of international law respecting the sovereign 
rights of States to levy taxes, to be at liberty to impose 
whatever tariff she pleases upon foreign trade. It is 
almost superfluous to point out where the misapprehension 
arises. It is quite true that every nation has a sovereign 
right to regulate matters of revenue as it thinks best, but 
this right may be abandoned in respect to other nations 
by treaty, and where such abandonment has been made, 
the sovereign right cannot be reclaimed without a virtual 
breach of the treaty in toto. If the tariff were merely a 
supplementary or subordinate part of the instrument some- 
thing might be said in favour of the view which the 
Japanese desire to uphold ; but the foreign treaties with 
Japan are essentially commercial compacts, and to claim 
complete independence with respect to the imposition of 
duties, which would involve the Japanese Government 
being at liberty from time to time to alter the tariff as it 
might see fit, is to endeavour to put a meaning upon the 
right to claim a “revision” such as no reasonable man 
can suppose for a moment it will bear. The main spirit 
and bearing of the Treaty ought assuredly to be preserved 
in any revision of it that may be made, and one at least of 
its main objects was to fix the import and export duties 
upon foreign trade on a definite basis. A commercial 
treaty which did not do this would certainly not be 
worth the paper it was written upon, and if the Japanese 
adhere to their present position they will be claiming not 
a revision of the Treaty, to which they have a right, but 
a complete rescission of the international compact, which 
was neither contemplated nor provided for when the in- 
strument was concluded. 


THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 


(THE TIMES.) 

We hope the present disaster will* not cause the abandonment, or 
even the long postponement, of the efforts which have been made to 

enetrate into China from the north-eastern frontier of our Indian 

mpire. The enterprise presents such prospects of a rich reward that 
itis not surprising to find successive Governments willing to advance 
it and adventurons explorers always ready to undertake the journey. 
Practical men are disposed to laugh at those who take a map in hand 
and recommend routes off-hand on the simple principle of drawing a 
polar toe line between the two points to be connected. Persons insuffi- 
ciently informed do, indeed, sometimes propose to cross steep moun- 
tain ridges, to navigate rivers that are a succession of cataracts, 
to draw the track of commerce through deserts of sand or salt, to 
supply the wants of regions inhabited only by a few half-starved 
barbarians. But, after all, the straight-line principle is a very 
important one, and must in the erid prevail. The more enterprising 
and determined the people, the sooner will the obstacles to direct lines 
of traffic be overcome. We have learntin this generation to believe 
that all material undertakings are only questions of money, and also that 
there is no power in barbarism to resist the ascendency of the civilised 
races. We believe, with a faith created by the achievements of our 
time, that there is no insuperable obstacle to the opening of land com- 
munication between India and China, and that the resistance of the 
natives can and must be repressed. It is impossible that a practice can 
last for ever which carries a parcel of goods, or even a letter, from 
Bengal all round the Straits of Singapore to a Chinese port in 
order that it may be sent into a province almost bordering upon 
the country from which it comes. For a great number of years 
the idea of direct communication has been entertained. Even a 
line of railway has been thought of by sanguine projectors, and the 
scheme has been advocated with some plausibility. But a sort of 
caravan trade to begin with has been the more moderate aim of 
cautious persons in responsible positions. Forty years ago the Chinese 
were invited to send their caravans down to Moulmein, the capital of 
British Burmah. Of late years the opening of the Burman Empire has 
caysed a renewal of the efforts to establish communication. It was 
about ten years since that the project began to be seriously entertained 
by the Indian Government. Various schemes were proposed, one of 
them being the navigation of the Salween, which flows southward 
from within the Chinese frontier to the Gulf of Martaban. But 
the river was found to be a succession of rapids, and the pro- 
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ject was abandoned. Very little progress was made until the 
appointment of Lord Salisbury in 1866 to the post of Secretary of 
State for India. Under his influence the Government sanctioned the 
survey of a line of railway from Rangoon to the Chinese frontier at 
the Shan town of Kiang Hung. <A change of Government put an end 
to the scheme. Events have not been favourable to the revival of 
the project of direct communication until lately. The Shan States 
through which the line of traffic must pass are neither enlightened 
enough nor powerful enough to protect it. A more formidable dis. 
couragement existed in the form of a sanguinary war. The Panthay 
rebellion in Yunnan devastated the entire province. The rebel chief, who 
took the title of Sultan, expelled the Chinese authorities, defeated the 
armies sent against him, and established his seat of Government at 
Tali-foo. The Panthay power lasted unbroken until 1869, and up to that 
time no one could pass the frontier without recognising the Sultan's 
authority. But that revival of Chinese military energy which is one of 
the most remarkable phenomena of recent Asiatic history gradually 
turned the tide against the Panthays. During three years the Chinese 
won back the country mile by mile, crushing the rebels with overwhelm- 
ing forces. In January, 1873, Tali-foo, the last stronghold of the Pan- 
thays, was captured after a month’s siege, the inhabitants 

and the rebel Sultan put to death. After eighteen years of 
civil war, Yunnan is again tranquil and subject to the Govern- 
ment of Peking. This condition of things in theSouth-West, 
and the increasing readiness of the Chinese in all other parts of the 
Empire to enter into communication with Europeans have encouraged 
the new expedition. The effects of the war still continue in Yunnan, 
the country is much exhausted, the inhabitants are poor, and the crea- 
tion of a flourishing trade must be the work of time. Buta great Go-_ 
vernment like that of India may afford to work for the future. 





THE STRIKE IN THE TEA TRADE. 


(MONETARY AND MINING GAZETTE.) 

We learn on excellent authority that a house divided against itself 
cannot stand ; and practical illustrations of this sound maxim are fur- 
nished to us from quarters from which we anticipated no such lesson. 
Our magnates of the coal and iron trade have managed to pamper or 
to oppress—we do not care to inquire which—their workpeople until 
they are like spoiled children, who, by combinations on a colossal scale, 
have thrown out of gear an integral part of the machinery essential to 
our national position as head of the coal and iron industry of the world 
—to the certain curtailment, if not the ruin, of this branch of our trade. 
Strange as it may seem, from this quarrel, our old friends, the Chinese 
will derive great advantages, for they have opportunely sent Mr. Hender- 
son to England with full powers to procure the highest talent available for 
the development of the Chinese coal and iron fields, a task the South 
Wales strikes will render easy, but the consequences of which we cannot 
foresee. Strangely analogous to this excessive folly is a strike in another 
of ourstaple trades. A dispute having arisen between the importers and 
dealers as to the time of the delivery of teas, the latter have formed a 
combination not to purchase teas except with “three months’ prompt 
from the completed delivery of the weight notes, and with the condi- 
tion that the buyer may cancel the whole or any portion of the pur- 
chase for which weight notes have not been delivered within seven days 
after date of contract.” The nominal cause of dispute is so trifling 
that we cannot persuade ourselves it is the true casus belli that it 
professes to be—a question of afew days, which may possibly elapse 
between the dates of the exhibition of samples and of the delivery of 
the teas. If such a small matter is to be ified into so much import- 
ance as to defy the possibility of amicable settlement without bring- 
ing to a standstill one of the greatest trades in the kingdom, then 
there exist somewhere faults of temper or of system, altogether inex- 
cusable. It is an axiom of trade that the buyer is king, and yet 
singularly enough the kings of this particular trade threaten to cripple 
or extinguish a branch of commerce which yields to us an annual re 
venue of three and a half millions, or upwards of £10,000 per day. 
More than six years ago a protest was made against certain enactions 
demanded by the wholesale dealers from the importers—exactions In 
weight, exactions in allowance, and exactions in interest. These the 
dealers had succeeded in obtaining, though in themselves unjustifiable, 
at a time when the profits of importers were large enough to per 
mit them to be liberal. But now the peculiarly unremunerative 
nature of the China trade compels men to draw a closer line, 
and therefore the importers have resolved to resent any additional 
exaction ; but, unfortunately, the system of trading on borrowed 
money has crippled their power of resistance, and of this the 
dealers appear to take advantage to the uttermost. In the i 
terest of the country generally, we cannot look on calmly 
whilst such an important trade is imperilled by the reckless com- 
binations of covetous middlemen. We therefore call public atten- 
tion to this question. Perhaps we may succeed in eliciting an opimlon 
as to how far the existence of these middlemen is at all requisite in our 
commercial relations. Many an old established institution has been 
before now shaken by the rude innovations of our age, and by the 
claims of equity ; and we may possibly discover that the wholesale tea 
dealers are not able to show any raison d’étre for that particular trade, 
out of which they have accumulated their large fortunes. This trade 
has been unusually remunerative, the wealth realised in it is no secret, 
and it is alleged that upon the principle that “much would have more, 
and more would have all,” satisfaction has not yet been reached. If the — 
importers have any well-founded grievance, now is the time for 4 © 
searching inquisition into the sources of these huge profita, and the na- 
ture of the exactions of which complaint is made. Probably this in- ° 
vestigation is exactly what the dealers would avoid, for they cannot 
but apprehend that a careful scrutiny may lead to the discovery that they 
are but useless interlopers, intervening between importers and purveyors, 
with no advantage to anyone but to themselves, and whom both the 
trade and the country would find an interest in suppressing altogether. 
If this should be so, though we strongly dislike all that aavours of the 
abrupt policy of Trades Unionism and strikes, we may ultimately have 
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to thank the promoters of this pretty little quarrel for their mutual re- 
criminations before the public. 

The subjoined letter signed “X" appears in The Times: —“ Sir,— 
Transactions in tea are at present stopped through a dispute between 
importers and dealers as to the terms of contract, which might be ami- 
cably settled in half-an-hour. Dealers insist that delivery of the weight 
notes for tea bought shall be completed within seven days after date of 
contract, the purchaser having then the option of rejecting the un- 
weighed portion. To this clause importers object. Whether the time 
given be more or less than that required, the principle of the suggested 
amendment is both business like and desirable. A lax system has 
sprung up in the trade, under which merchants often sell what they 
cannot deliver, and dealers often buy what they are certain will not be 
weighed over for many days after purchase. Still, we must not shift 
responsibility ; the seller should know what he is capable of performing ; 
the purchaser may have doubts as to the delivery of tne goods, but it 
is not his duty to advise the merchant. He accepts the parcel as offered. 
So far as, I have heard, all the importers’ arguments are founded on 
an assumption that they are bound to sell directly the samples can be 
procured. Who is to force them? A merchant is no more cbliged to 
sell before the tea is weighed over than he is to make a contract on an 
overland muster while his goods are in the Bay of Biscay. Through his 
wharfinger the merchant should know when the tea can be delivered ; 
if he be in no hurry to make a contract, he can wait until it is ready ; 
if he be in a hurry, he must risk rejection of deficiencies. He then 
simply anticipates a fall in the market, and if right in his judgment, 
loses on a part of the chop, instead of on the whole. The work be- 
tween arrival and delivery rests with the importer and wharfinger— 
not with the dealer. After the terms of sale toa stated time for de- 
livery—whether it be four, seven, or ten days is immaterial—this will 
form usance. As between sellersand buyers thereever have been, andever 
will be, special contracts, and in tea you cannot avoid them at the open- 
ing of the season. The importer will decline an offer when his tea can- 
not be ready for delivery, save with the time clause scored out, and the 
buyer must either accept or reject the contract with that proviso. 
Make ‘usance ’ based on principles that should bind ordinary contracts. 
To,attempt forcing uniformity in dealings is as impossible as to decree 
that no man 8 buy above or no man sell below a standard tariff. 
‘Red tape’ alone prevents an amicable settlement. ‘What has been 
must be,’ though the whole trade has changed since the terms of the 
original contract were settled.” 

With reference to this letter The Times says :—It will be seen that 
the dispute between wholesale tea-dealers in London and the importers is 
so fara drawn battle. As thero are valid arguments to be urged on 
both sides of the question, it might be well if both sides would yield 
something so as to reach a modus vivendi. It will only produce dis- 
sati ion and a renewal of the dispute if the stronger party compels 
the weaker to give way at all points.

San-tsar-tou-hoet. Les Peuples de U’Indo-Chine et des Pays 
Votsins ; Notices Ethnographiques traduites du Chinors. 
Par Jeon de Rosny, Professeur 4 l’école speciale des 
ys Orientales. Poissy: Typographie de S. Lejay 
et Cie. 

The San tsae v’00 hwuy, in 106 books, we are told by Mr. Wylie 
in his “‘ Notes on Chinese Literature,” “is a comprehensive cyclo- 
pedia, compiled by Wang Ke from a number of illustrated 
works on the various subjects under consideration. There is a 
great deal of curious matter to be found in it, and the illustra- 
tions of Ming dynasty customs it contains give it a certain anti- 

uarian value.” M. de Rosny is of opinion that of all the great 

‘hinese encyclopsedias which have been brought to Europe this 
is the most worthy of a complete translation. This, however, 
being for obvious reasons out of the question, he thinks that it 
will not be uninteresting to publish some fragments of the 
work from time to time. He first communicated a specimen to 
the French Ethnographical Society, and that body asked him 
to furnish a translation of some of the notices which the author 
devotes to the foreign nations with which the Chinese were ac- 
quainted at the epoch when he wrote. In reading the ethno- 
graphical notices in this encyclopedia, M. de Rosny reminds us 
that we must not be surprised at finding in them some 
data of which it is impossible to admit the correctness, 
and which prove the facility with which the nations of 
the East believe the marvellous and fantastical tales told 
them by travellers. We must not forget, however, that 
this failing is not confined to ancient times; and notwith- 
standing this proviso, the number of purely imaginary tales to 
be found in the notices is much smaller than might have been 

expected, and many that at the first blush appear to be of a 

legendary character prove on examination to have some truth 

at the bottom of them. However this may be, M. de Rosny 
flag a translation of the notices which have been chosen for 

im, leaving it to competent ethnographers to put their proper 
value on them. He has thought it right to add a few comments 
of his own on certain passages in the original text, and he has 

‘given some additional particulars from the Japanese edition 
of the San-tsai-tou-hoet. 

The first notice is that relating to “Sien-Lo,” z.¢., Siam, which 
country appears to have derived its name from the fact that it 
was originally divided into two States, the Sien and the Lo- 
kieou ; these were united into one kingdom about 500 years ago, 
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Shortly after this, according to the chronicler, the King of Siam 
offered tribute to China. Some intercourse seems to have taken 
place between Siam and Japan in olden times, for the Japanese 
edition of the encyclopedia adds that “the king of this country 
sends three merchant vessels to Japan every year,” and that 
“formerly Japanese merchants went in great numbers to Siam 
for purposes of trade.” In 1624 two Siamese ambassadors 
brought tributary presents to Japan, and took back with thema 
friendly letter from Ita-kura, Governor of the province of Su-vo. 
M. de Rosny next gives us a short passage concerning “ Lao- 
Tchoua”—Le Lao. The chronicler describes this people as 
wicked and cruel, and concludes by saying that the natives eat 
with the mouth, but drink with the nose! The third passage is 
headed “ Kiao Tchi,” by which apparently we must understand 
Tonking, although the translator does not state this expressly. 
An odd practice is said to have obtained here in regard to mar- 
riage, for the vital part of the ceremony, or indeed the only 
ceremony, consisted in the couple swearing fidelity to one 
another by a betel-nut. The Japanese editor informs us, inter 
alia, that the men and women all dye their teeth, and that 
in ancient times Japanese used to frequent their country, some 
of whose descendants were still to be found there in his time. 
M. de Rosny concludes his interesting brochure with a notice of 
“Tchin-Lah ”—Le Camboge. Some of the customs prevalent 
in this country in regard to the punishment of thieves were 
very cruel ; they had their hands and feet cut off, and were 
burned in the stomach and back. The Wen-hien-toung-kao 
states that in Cambodia at the time of a marriage the two 
families of the bride and bridegroom do not go out for eight 
days, and keep lanterns alight day and night. According to 
the Chinese Cambodia has never ceased to send tribute to the 
Court of Peking for the past five hundred years. We could 
wish that some of our own sinologues would follow Professor 
de Rosny’s laudable example, and furnish us occasionally with 
an English version of some of the more interesting portions of 
the great Chinese encyclopedias, in which are hidden a far 
greater store of knowledge than many people suspect. 





The current part of All the Year Round contains two articles 
relating directly to China. In the first, which is_ entitled 
“ Keclipses in China,” the writer briefly sketches some of the odd 
customs and practices of the Celestials on the occasion of solar 
and lunar eclipses, and in conclusion he remarks that all these 
little peculiarities and eccentricities of the Chinese will doubtless 
call up asmile to the face of an English reader, but he cites two 
instances of equally foolish and superstitious absurdities which 
happened in France and Malta a few years ago, and @ propos of 
them he observes :—Mindful of these and similar superstitious 
practices prevalent among some classes in our own and other 
civilised countries, we must look with a lenient and pitying eye 
on the follies of the Chinese, and hope that the day may not be 
far distant when, through the aid of the civilising influences now 
at work amongst them, they will be brought to behold in amore 
appreciative manner the wonders of the heavens. The other 
paper, “ Formosa and the Japanese,” is written in a curious style, 
and does not convey any really solid information ; two or three 
brief quotations will, we think, abundantly prove this. The 
writer states that the Mantchus, after conquering the island, 
“annexed it to the Government of Tokien (sic), of which Amoy 
is the capital.” This is rather startling, for, though we may 
grant that possibly Tokien is a misprint for Fokien, the writer 
is evidently ignorant that Amoy is ranked as a third class city in 
the district of ‘Tung-ngan, one of the subdivisions of the Chiian- 
chow (Chinchew) prefecture. Again, he says that “for two 
“hundred miles ata stretch there isno port of any kind”; we are 
aware that Formosa is not well off for harbours, but this state- 
ment is an unnecessary exaggeration. Lastly, he remarks of the 
aborigines, “ Missionaries do not despair of them ; the old Spanish 
work still lingers on, and the English and Americans are at it— 
the former (their enemies say) combining a profitable trade in 
East India opium and Manchester goods, with the preaching of 
the Gospel, much as in Tonga and elsewhere they manage to 
make a very good penny out of arrowroot.” Comment on this 
aspersion would be superfluous. The concluding observation, too, 
is not the least remarkable in the paper :—“ A hostile encounter 
between China and Japan, with their huge armies and growing 
steam flects, could not fail to have its effect on India ; and India 
touched, means England alarmed. So even the little-known 
island of Formosa may at any time be the cause of trouble here 
in the West.” In a third paper, entitled “Snake Women,” a 
brief outline is given,—from M. Stanislas Julien’s translation,— 
of the “ Pih Shay tsing Ke,” 2.¢., the History of the Spirit of the 
White Snake. 


We have before us the China Directory for 1875 (Hong Kong, 
China Mail office), being the fifth annual publication of the new 
series. The title of this work has become quite a misnomer, 
for it now includes, besides China and Japan, the Philippines, 
Saigon, Bangkok, Singapore, Sarawak, and Labuan. Knowing 
full well that this useful publication is compiled under some 
difficulties, we do not wish to be severe in criticising its short- 
comings ; but we do think that some of the obvious blunders, 
especially the typographical errors, might have been avoided 
with alittle more care in revising the proof sheets. We have 
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gone through the lists of residents at the various ports very 
carefully, and, whilst recognising the great value of the 
work in this respect, we are somewhat taken aback every 
now and again by very palpable mistakes ;—¢.7., a gentleman’s 
name is placed on the list of the staffs of ¢:0o Consulates in 
China, and yet the Foreign-office List informs us that his “ services 
ceased ” as far back as August 11,1874. It strike us as unneces- 
sary, too, to retain the names of persons on the lists of residents 
at ports long after their death. Again, we cannot help express- 
ing an opinion that a very undue preference is shown to Chefoo, 
for in our copy its directory is inserted twice ; this, however, may 
have been done designedly, in order to call attention to the salu- 
brity of its climate and its great advantages as a place of summer 
residence. In an appendix to the China Directory the reader is 
furnished witha variety of useful information in regard to postal 
matters, parcels’ tariffs, London agencies of banks and companies 
connected with the Far East, &c., together with other particulars 
on subjects of more purely local interest to Hong Kong resi- 
dents. 


We have received the Foreign-office List for 1875 (Harrison, 
Pall-mall), which is got up in the usually neat and creditable style. 
We could wish, however, that there was a nearer approach to 
complete accuracy in the records of the services of Diplomatic 
and Consular officers. We believe that there is a good deal of 
unwillingness on the part of some to supply the necessary de- 
tails, but still access to official documents ought to prevent 
glaring errors. As a case in point we take a name on the first 
page of these statements of services, which we are told are cor- 
rected to Dec. 1, 1874, viz., that of Mr. T. Adkins, H.M.’s Con- 
sul at Newchwang ; he is stated to have been Acting Consul at 
Kiukiang from June 19, 1861, till October 8, 1864, whereas, in 
point of fact, he was never in charge of the Kiukiang Con- 
sulate at all, but, as every China resident will remember, 
was stationed at Chinkiang during the period named, and, 
indeed, rather longer. This mistake, we may remark, has 
been reproduced year after year for many years past. The six 
outline maps which accompany this volume, showing where 
Diplomatic and Consular Agents are resident abroad, are a great 
improvement on the old and unwieldy skeleton maps formerly 
given. 

The Geographical Magazine for March contains some important 
papers, though there is no article relating to the Far East. The 

lace of honour is assigned to an account of the work of the 
Arctic Expedition, and is followed by “ Cameron’s Voyage round 
Lake Tanganyika, and the Discovery of the Lukuga Outlet,” 
which is illustrated by a map of Southern Tanganyika from a 
sketch survey by Lieut. Cameron, R.N., together with a sketch 
map contrasting the configuration of the lake as shown by Dr. 
Livingstone and Lieut. Cameron respectively. The other articles 
are “ Indian Famines,” “A Visit to the Landes,” and the continual 
tion of “ Impressions of Jamaica.” In what is termed the “ Log 
Book” we tind an interesting, though slightly inaccurate, note 
of Mr. Margary’s Journey up the Yang-tsze Kiang to Yunnan. 
Although that gentleman is travelling in the company of two 
Yunnan officials, he seems to have been much mobbed, but when 
he hit upon the not very novel idea of remonstrating with a 
troublesome crowd, he found that it soon dispersed. Mr. Mar- 

ary expected to reach Yunnan fu about Nov. 30, and, we should 
ancy, will havea most interesting account to give of his adven- 
turous journey to meet Colonel Browne and Mr. Ney Elias. 


Our knowledge of Eastern archwology promises to be enriched 
by additions from the labours of Captain Hogg, of the Royal Artil- 
lery, who was for some time engaged amongst the ancient ruined 
cities of Ceylon taking photographs of the more important and in- 
teresting of those remains of former greatness. Several packages 
of the negatives of these have been received at the India House, 
the authorities intending to place them at once in the hands of 
an eminent photographer, though with what ultimate object has 
not yet been decided. It would seem very desirable that these 
beautiful pictures should be turned to some practical account, the 
more especially so now that Professor Goldsmidt has commenced 
his labours in Ceylon as Archivological Commissioner in the 
exploration of the ruins which have beeu so successfully photo- 
graphed by Captain Hoge. The labours of these two gentlemen 
should be united in one common object. 

The Anvlo-Oriental Society for the Suppression of the Opium 
Trade have this mouth issued the first number of an organ of 
their own, under the venerable title of the P’riend of China, of 
the assumption of which we rather doubt the wisdom. ‘The 
literature of this small magazine of forty pages 1s naturally of a 
very special nature, and comprises an introductory address, 
accounts of the inaugural conference (already noticed in these 
columns), and the meeting at Devonshire House, a paper by Dr. 
Eitel, on the Opium Farm of Hong Kong, which was orivinally 
sent to the Aborigines’ Protection Society, and the first of a 
series of notices, from the suciety’s point of view, of the Com- 
mercial Reports from H.M.’s Consuls in China for 1873. The 
periodieal, the success of which we shall watch with mueh in- 
terest, is, we believe, edited by the Rev, F.S, Turner, BLA., the 
Society’s secretary. 

The Atheneum states that during the present year there will 
be published at Shanghai a volume containing the histories 
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of those provinces of China in which the Treaty Ports are sito- 
ated, that is to say, those on the sea-board and in the valley of 
the Yang-tsze Kiang. The MSS. by the various foreign Com 
missioners of Customs at the open ports are already in the 
printer’s hands. This work, which promises to be of a most valu- 
able and exhaustive nature, will be issued from the Customs’ 
Press at Shanghai. 


A series of interesting articles descriptive of visits to various 
places in China is in course of publication’ in the Freemasons’ 
Chronicle. The writer is Bro. Walter Spencer, the well-known 
Masonic jeweller. 


At the last meeting of the Royal Asiatic Society Mr. J. F, 
Dickson of Ceylon delivered a lecture on some picture stories 
from the Buddhist Jéitakas, or histories of former births of 
Gautama Buddha.

From the Army Estimates for 1875-76 we extract the following 
figures relative to the Far East :—On Vote 1 (for the general staff, 
regimental pay, allowances, and other charges), the sum to be asked for 
China is : A major-general, £602 ; an assistant military secretary, £173;

total, 1,298. For eight subordinates the sum to be asked is £264, and 
£75 for contingencies, making 2 grand total of £1,637 for China. For 
Ceylon the amounts to be asked for are: A major-general, £692; a 
brigade-major, £173 ; an aide-de-camp, £173 ; two adjutants, £174; 
total, £1,212. The pay of ten subordinates is estimated at £450, and 
£40 is set down for contingencies, making a grand total of £1,702 for 
Ceylon. - For the Straits Settlements ‘the sums are: A commandant, 
£91 ; a brigade-major, £173 ; total, £264. The pay of five subordi- 
nates is estimated at £133, and £70 is put down for contingencies, making 
£467 for the Straits Settlements. In the 80th Regiment, stationed at 
Hong Kong, the estimate is for 31 officers, 66 non-commissioned officers, 
and $20 rank and file, total 917. In the 57th, stationed in Ceylon, the 
estimate is for 31 officers, 66 non-commissioned officers and 820 rank 
and file, total 917. In the first battalion of the 10th, stationed at 
Singapore, the estimate is for 31 officers, 58 non-commissioned officers, 
600 rank and file, total 689. The total charge for Lascars (Hong Kong 
and Ceylon) is: One havildar-major at 2s. 3d. per day ; two havildars 
at ls. 4d. per day ; one bugler at 11d.; four naicks at Is. a day; 80 
privates at 1ld.aday3 total, 88 men, with a total daily pay of £4 82. 2d, 
and a total annual pay of £1,517 15s. 10d. The pay of two companies 
at the above strength is estimated at £3,035 11s. 8d.; and the pay of 
one company, with 14 additional privates for service as mounted order- 
lies to the Governor of Ceylon, to be maintained out of colonial reve- 
nues, £1,517 15s.

Activity;in the Liverpool Cotton Market has imparted addi- 
tional strength to the Manchester Market, and _ occasionally 
higher prices have been asked, but this has checked business, as 
even at the full quotations of last mail the transactions in both 
Yarns and Goods have not passed beyond moderate limits, 
buyers showing great reluctance to extend their operations at 
the advanced prices beyond pressing requirements. 

Tenders for £700,00U in bills on India were received on the 
3rd inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were: — 
To Calcutta, £185,400, average rate, 1s. 9 31-32d. ; to Bombay, 
£500,000, average rate, 1s. 10 1-16d.; to Madras, £14,600, aver- 
age rate, Is. 9 31-32d. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 
1s. 9 15-16d. will receive about 2 per cent., above in full; and 
on Bombay at ls. 10 1-16d. about 17 per cent. These results 
show that a rather better demand exists for means of remittance 
to the East, for on the last occasion, at the same rates, Calcutta 
tenders received 11 per cent. and Bumbay 31 per cent. 

A general court of the proprietors of the Bank of England 
will be held on the 11th instant, to declare a dividend. A meet- 
ing is also called for the 6th of April, for the election of a Go- 
vernor and Deputy Governor for the year ensuing, and on the 
following day twenty-four directors will be elected. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Henry Hucks Gibbs, of the firm of Antony Gibbs 
and Son, is recommended by the court for the post of Governor, 
and Mr. Edward Howley Palmer, of the firm of Dent, Palmer, 
and Co., for that of Deputy Governor. 

The Bank of Belgium and Holland (Limited) announces a 
dividend of 64 per cent. upon the paid-up capital. The reserve 
fund is raised to £10,000 by the addition of £7,000, and the 
balance of £4,626 is carried to the new account. 

The report of the Great Eastern Steamship Company recom- 
mends the payment of a dividend of 5 per cent., making, with 
the interim dividend, 10 per cent. for the year. The charter of 
the ship to the Telegraph Construction Company expires on the 
1st September next, when she will probably be handed over to 
this company.

A further dividend of 6d. in the pound to creditors of the 
Northern Assam Tea Company (Limited) will be paid on the 3rd 
proximo, making, with the three dividends previously declared, 
5s. in the pound. 

Messrs. Page and Gwyther publish their usual comparative 
statement and summary of the exports of bullion to the East 
for the year 1874. The total amount exported represented 
211,448,512, against £7,807,605 in 1873, showing a net increase 

f £3,640,907. The shipments to Alexandria increased in 1874 

bout three-quarters of a million ; to Bombay, about three-and- 
a-half millions ; and to Madras and Calcutta, about one million 
and a-quarter ; but those to China and Straits of Malacca have 
decreased about two millions.
